‘Top people’ keep cool 
as bomb hits Harrods

A bomb exploded Saturday 
night during the Christmas 
shopping rush at Harrods, the 
fashicHiable department store 
catering to London’s affluent 
and elegant, and sent flames 
racing through the building. 

Police, warned by a tele¬ 
phone call, hustled customers 
out of the store just before the 
bomb went off. A spokesman 
at Scotland Yard said there 
were.no injuries apart from a 
few cuts from flying glass. 

The attack came on the eve 

/ 


of a Christmas truce pro¬ 
mised by the Irish Republican 
Army, outlawed in Britain 
last month after a series of 
bomb attacks in London and 
other British citic^. 

The IR(\ has pledged an 
11-day hall to its urban guer¬ 
rilla activities in Northern 
Ireland as well as on the Brit¬ 
ish mainland beginning at 
midnight Sunday. 

Saturday’s attack on Har¬ 
rods was the second witliin 
hours at a leading London 
store. A large bomb went off 


Thursday night outside Scl- 
fridges of O.xford Street. 

Despite a series of earlier 
attacks in London during the 
week, the city’s West End 
area w'as crammed with 
C!^ristmas shoppers. 

The bomb, which went off 
among rolls of wallpaper on 
the first floor of the stare, 
shook buildings all around the 
district. 

. “There was no panic,’’ said 
ohe customer, Peter Thomas. 
•"They evacuated in the way

REYKJAVIK (UPI) — A 
massive snow slide crashed 
dowTi on a fishing community 
in eastern Iceland, sweeping 
residents and entire factory 
buildings into the sea, Icelan¬ 
dic authorities said Saturday. 

At least 12 persons were 
confirmed dead and many 
others were missing, officials 
said. 

“This is the biggest and 
most horrible slide we ever 
had,’’ said radio corre¬ 
spondent Johannes Stefansson 
from the scene of the disaster. 

Civil defence officials said 
snow sliding from a 2,400-foot 
high mountain in a heavy 
storm Friday engulfed Nes- 
kaupstadur, a town of 1,500 
people on the shore of a fiord 
on the Norwegian Sea coast.

But he cautioned that his 
expectations depend on 
“prompt government actions 
to restore consumer con¬ 
fidence and to stimulate tiic 
economy.”

He predicted truck sales 
will be down 200,000 units 
from 1974 to 2.5 million. 

Blaming energy shortages 
for much of the auto in¬ 
dustry's woes. Murphy gave 
cautious support to an in¬ 
crease in the federal gasoline 
tax as a last resort for curb¬ 
ing energy consumption. 

The auto giant previou8l|^ 
has argued vigorously against 
the ta.x-increase proposal,

CROM MOSCOW COMES word of an expected 
^ per cent increase in revenues in 1975, to a total 
of 208.6 billion roubles ($285.7 billion). 

Standing by itself, unrelated to the gross na¬ 
tional product or to the rate of inflation, the figure 
means very little-except that it indicates an eco¬ 
nomic buoyancy unknown in the western world. 
Even if the parliamentary estimate is over-optmistic, 
that cannot alter the general appearance of pros¬ 
perity the budget shows. 

By contrast, the authoritative Conference 
Board of Canada, a privately-owned research orga¬ 
nization, anticipates an unemployment rate of 7.4 
per cent of the work force in 1975 and an inflation 
rate of better than 11 per cent a year continuing. 

This is not meant to inti’oduoe a discussion of 
the relative merits of the free western and commu¬ 
nist ideologies or of their economic effectiveness. In 
Canada, as elsewhere under free enterprise and the 
p.xisting labor laws, we are exposed to abuses. They 
are taken as part of the price of freedom. 

Dr. Zhores Medvedev, one of Russia's leading 
geneticists, was sent to confinement in a mental in- 
.stitution three years ago, for complaining that his 
(!Ountry prevented a desirable free intercourse be¬ 
tween scientists. 

Later, he wrote: “Very many forms of human 
activity, including open criticism of some political 
affairs, some official rules, some dogmatic ideologi¬ 
cal statements, publication of books abroad, dis¬ 
tribution of certain information, expressions of 


protest, some religious ceremonies, even visiting 
foreign embassies, fall into the category of actions 
prohibited by law, and the decisions ab<Hit the anti¬ 
social character (rf actions has been made by psy¬ 
chiatric commissions,” rather than by courts. 

That is part ot the price the Russian people 
have to pay for their government’s ability to main¬ 
tain armed forces of 3,525,000 men and a military 
establishment costing $96 billion in 1974. 

In Russia, moreover, the proportion of the 
gross national product-something in the neigh¬ 
borhood of 500 billion roubles—that finds its way 
to the wage-earner is fractional when compared to 
western standards. 

Up to now the lot of the average family in the 
west is very much more comfortable, not to say af¬ 
fluent, than that of the ordinary folk ruled by the 
Kremlin. 

But there commence to be doubts in some 
quarters about the adequacy of the rules of con¬ 
duct in the democratic system—^which allows ex¬ 
ploitation of the people, first by private enterpi^ 
and then by organized labor. Great Britain, in her 
agony, provides the horrible example of such 
abuses. 

In the Soviet Union there ai’e no railroad 
strikes, or sabotage by slowdown or work to rule, 
no book-offs in protest over the rate of progress in 
wage negotiations. 

If freedom be(*omes licence in our land it can¬ 
not survive. 


. . . and jitneys too 
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T HEY’RE TALKING ABOUT going back into the 
past for help in solving today’s public transit 
problems. And why not? Bringing back commuter 
trains might very well catch the fancy of the driv¬ 
ing public and wean a good many motorists away 
from their beloved wheels for transportation to and 
from work. 

It would appear unlikely that any of the three 
rail lines that lan out the Saanich Peninsula could 
ever be revived; pails of them, perhaps, but cer¬ 
tainly not in their entirety with some sections of 
rhe rights-of-way now well established residential 
roads. 

Part-way light train service might be possible 
for peninsula residents working in the Victoria 
area, which could link with bus routes. Or it might 
be possible to operate such a service along the lines 
of the park-and-ride plan the government is sup¬ 
posedly instituting soon for civil servants. Trains 
would carry commuters to the proposed car-parks 
in the outskirts from where trackless trolleys or. 
small buses would shuttle downtown workers and 
.shoppers back and forth. 

Commuter train service might be easier to get 
on the rails, as it were, for the Langford, Colwood, 
Metchosin districts where the old Canadian Na¬ 
tional line still is intact. The population growth of 
this general area has zoomed in recent years and 
undoubtedly will continue upward. And, of course, 
there is the planned residential development of sec¬ 


tions of the Highlands that could be linked with a 
commuter train service over the old CN steel. 

While the transportation planners are looking 
at the old trains of the past, they might do some 
“viewing” too of the old jitneys that once travelled 
here on a limited scale. 

Old-timers will recall the passenger car jitneys 
of the Femwood-Haultain-Shelbourne area which 
pieceded what is thought to be Victoria’s first bus 
service operated by the long-gone Blue Line trans¬ 
portation company. 

In those days Victoria had street cars clanging 
over a system of rails in the core municipalities, 
but the one going out in that direction came to an 
end at Fernwood Road and Gladstone Avenue near 
Victoria High School and the residential area had 
spread out far beyond that point. So a jitney ser¬ 
vice was started in Which the enterprising opera¬ 
tors would pick up passengers anywhere along a 
set route out Haultain-Shelboume way for a ni^el 
a ride to town or back. 

Small jitney buses travelling densely populat¬ 
ed districts might be considered as part of the new 
mass transit plan Municipal Affairs Minister James 
Lorimer is talking about for the southern island. 
They would be ideal in a place such as Victoria 
where there is a concentration of older people. 
Dial-a-bus, which is being tried in a number of Ca¬ 
nadian and U.S. cities, might fill the bill better, but 
its cost could be a killer.

The outstanding example of 
the care being lavished on 
Cuba’s museums is found in 
the noble late 18th century 
palace which sened as the 
residence erf the Spanish gov¬ 
ernors until 1898 and for a 
time thereafter of the pres¬ 
idents of tlie independent 
Cuban repubbe. 'The graceful 
arcaded palace, its internal 
patio swarming with tropical 
plants and giant palm trees, 
has been restored with great 
taste. It is a powerful aid to 
the government's plan to re¬ 
interpret (Xiba’s histpry fol¬ 
lowing Marxist bnes. The co- 
loniabst period when Spain 
held sway over the island is 
recreated and highlighted and 
one room full of golden chasu¬ 
bles and silver monstrances 
paints the picture of the 
church as an essential ally of 
the Spanish throne. 

The crocodiles of schoolchil¬ 
dren who arc conducted 
around in the evenings cannot 
fail to Ibe impressed by the 
rich floodliglit beauty the 
old building. Beside the old 
governors’ palace the old su¬ 
preme court has also been 
scrupulously restored and is 
now the heaxktuariers of the'

genernment’s cultural depart¬ 
ment. 

In Santiago, in the far east¬ 
ern province of the island, the 
house of Diego Velazquez, one 
of the first Spanish conquer¬ 
ors of CMba, has similarly 
been carctully refurt>ished as 
a monument to how the colon¬ 
ialists and the bourgeoisie 
Kved. 'Hie guides lose no op¬ 
portunity of underlining the 
message of socialism in what 
is claimed to be the seewid- 
oldest house in the Western 
Hemisphere. 

It is not just the Spanish co¬ 
lonial period w'hich is the sub¬ 
ject of Marxist interpretation 
in the museums. The laige 
mansicMi that the du Pont 
family cnce owned at the 
north coast bathing resort of 
Varadero has also been 
pressed into service. Part of 
this lai'ge, opulent but not 
particularly beautiful man¬ 
sion, standing in its own pri¬ 
vate park at the end of the 
sea. has been turned into a 
laxurious restaurant. Las 
Americas, for the benefit <rf 
the holidaymakers, Citoans 
and an increasing flow of for¬ 
eigners, who are flocking to 
Varadero. But part is still 
preserved to illustrate the 
way of bfc of the rich 
members of the large and in¬ 
fluential U.S. community 
which lived in Cuba be-

fore (Castro’s 1959 Revolution. 

The newest museum is one 
commemorating the Re\-olu- 
tion itself which was opened 
last year by Raul Castro, the 
premier’s younger brother 
and present defence minister. 
It is situated in the little to^^n 
of Mayari Arriba in Oriente 
at what was Raul Castro’s 
headquarters after he had led 
a column of his brother’s 
guerrilla force away from the 
main operational area to open 
the “second guerrilla front’’ 
in March 1958. 

The museum consists of the 
original buildings occi^ed by 
the guerrilla commarid, com¬ 
plete with the desks, tele¬ 
phone and beds used by the 
rebels and a gleaming mod¬ 
em white one-storey building 
where relics of the campaign 
are displayed. An introductory 
room links Raul’s activities 
with the history of colonialism 
and contains remains of pre- 
Columbian civilizations, re¬ 
minders of slavery and of the 
dominant U.S. presence in the 
19th and 20th centuries. 'The 
main part is given over to 
militaria such as copies of 
Raul Castro's orders of the 
day, his own personal weapons 
and samples of tlie guerrillas’ 
home-made bombs and gre¬ 
nades. 

Under a verandah at the 
back is Raul Castro's .jeep 


and the “Rebel Arr Force,’’ 
one of Batista’s aircraft which 
made an emergency landing 
in guerrilla controlled territo¬ 
ry near Mayari and which 
was appropriated by them. 

A few yards away is a 
burial plot where it is planned 
to inter the bodies of the origi¬ 
nal members of the guerrilla 
front. The idea is that the site 
will become an established 
national shrine. The signa¬ 
tures in the book which 
records the visits of distin¬ 
guished foreigners start with 
that of the (kiyanese left-wing 
leader Dr. Cheddi Jagan and 
contains messages of good 
will from visiting Soviet <fele- 
gations and senior ministers 
of the Peruvian miltaTy gov¬ 
ernment. 

The government museum 
policy is only one part of a 
larger plan to establish and 
codify a mystique of the guer¬ 
rilla revolution interpreted on 
Mandst-Leninist Hnes. It is 
being worked out in harmony 
with new teaching methods in 
the schools, the ubiquitous 
poster campaigns commemo¬ 
rating Che Guevara and Fidel 
Castro’s guerrilla companion 
CaprtljyyCienfuegos and prac¬ 
tice of naming factories after 
dead rev'olutionary militants. 
'The government is deter- 
minetr to root out what it sees 
as bourgeois capitalist ideas 
in all spheres, not least the 
historical sphere.

Erosion 
of standards 
in education 


From the Winnipeg Free 
Press 

The brief presented by the 
Winnipeg Chamber of Com¬ 
merce to the department of 
education on Tuesday un¬ 
derlines weaknesses in our ed¬ 
ucational system that have 
been evident for some time; 
There has been an erosion of 
standards in our schools that 
reflects itself not only in the 
inability of many high school 
graduates to write, spell and 
communicate accurately but 
in a decline in “standards of 
responsibility and reliability 
and a drastic erosion of work 
habits, ethics and attitudes.’’ 

it it 'k 

The chamber’s brief is criti¬ 
cal not only of these basic 
phases of the educational 
process but of certain aspects 
ot the curriculum in business 
education. “As it now stapds,’’ 
it says, “a marketing student 
can graduate without having 
touched business law, a secre¬ 
tary without at least one of ei- 
tlier general business or busi¬ 
ness principles, and an ac¬ 
counting student without tak- 
mg office practice or business 
principles or even being ex¬ 
posed to a course on data 
processing.’’ Above all, the 
chamber would like to see a 
course designated “Business 
Education — General,’’ as 
well as a subject designated 
“Applied English’’ (as dis¬ 
tinct from literature), a 
course that would emphasize 
“basic English grammar” 
and “a proper grountog in 
. . composition.” 

it it it 

The brief, thus, is not mere¬ 
ly critical. It makes positive 
suggestions. Among these 
are: that students taking busi¬ 
ness courses be exposed to 
work — as well as classroom 
experience, that “the cur¬ 
riculum committee should 
have some direct represent¬ 
ation from the busine.ss 
world.” and that business peo¬ 
ple with particular skill.s 
should be used in tlie 
classrooms. 

All in all, the brief makes 
much sense. Its criticisms are 
well-founded, its suggestions 
for improvement well-taken. 
H represents the thinking of a 
w ide cross-section of the busi¬ 
ness community, and was 
drafted after consideration of 
the answers to a question¬ 
naire circulated to 2.830 
chamber members. The de¬ 
partment owes it an attentive 
hearing.

When it comes to reference 
books Canada is impover¬ 
ished. We haven’t even got a 
dictkxiary (can you imagine 
the Great Debate over 
whether to follow the spelling 
of Oxford or W’ebstcr?). 

We have the beginnings of a 
Dictioniuy of Canadian Biog¬ 
raphy (are they ever going to 
get it finished?), and a direc¬ 
tory and almanack of sorts, 
but that’s about it. except the 
teleplKXie and street direc¬ 
tories. 

I don’t know what they do 
in Quebec, but in the rest .of 
the country most Canadians 
are compelled to rely on Brit¬ 
ish or American reference 
books with the result we know 
their facts but not ours. Is H 
any wonder we suffer a con¬ 
tinuing identity crisis? 


When you want some infor¬ 
mation, and want it quickly, 
iVs cold comfort to be told, 
"Canada’s a young country 
and there are more pressing 
needs.” That’s poppycock. 
When a country involved in 
advanced nuclear technolo^ 
hasn’t even got its own dic¬ 
tionary there’s something rad¬ 
ically wrong with its priori¬ 
ties. 

Others who feel this way 
are Mel Hurtig and John Rob¬ 
ert Colombo, and they have 
done something about it by 
producing, not a dictionary, 
but a book of Canadian quota¬ 
tions. 

Well, at least it’s a start. 


It’s an impressive-looking 
book, but its two-and-a-half 
inches <rf thickness contains 
only 6,000 quotations, as com¬ 
pared to The Oxford Dic¬ 
tionary of Quotations, which 
is two inches thick and has 
more than 40,000 quotations. 

The difference is due to the 
thickness of inferior paper, to 
the superb editing and or¬ 
ganization of the O-xford, and 
to the fact that Canadians 
seemingly have difficulty in 
expressing a thought succinct¬ 
ly. 

C!blombo has cast his net 
wide, so wide indeed that an 
awful lot of non-Canadians 
arc in the catch. He has ac¬ 
complished this by scanning 
newspapers and magazines 
for remarks made by people 
to iournalists, often in an in¬ 
terview between planes, or 
engagements. 

Some of these quotations 
are anything by memorable: 

"KASH, Eugene; TThere 
'may be more complicated 
households than ours, but not 
many. ^ The musician is 
married to Mau^en For¬ 
rester and they have five chil¬ 
dren. Quoted by MoUie Gillen 
in Chatcleine, September, 
1972. See also Maureen For¬ 
rester.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Turning hurriedly back, we 
find this: 

•FORRESTER. Maureen: 
How many songs do I know? I 
never could say I know. oh. 
2,000 or 5.000 songs I know 
so much music I don't even 
know what I know, — Quoted 
by Mollie Gillen in Chateleine. 
September, 1972. See also Eu¬ 
gene Kash.” 

There are extracts fiom 
books teven one by Karl 
Mai-x who made one passing 
reference to Canada in a 
weighty book written in 1886 
infantile remarks ("It’s better 
to run to Toronto than to slay 
in a place you don’t v\'anta” — 
Groucho Marx, who played 
vaudeville in Toronto during 
the First World War): ex¬ 
tracts from letters written to 
people — not necessarily C^- 
nadians - living in this 
country; in fact anything that 
could be remotely made to tie 
in with Canada. 


'rhe two best quotations are 
from Anonymous, one Eski¬ 
mo, the other Indian, and 
there has to be a moral in 
that! 

The blurb says "one per¬ 
son’’ described this book as 
"summum of human o.\peri- 
ence." How carried aw'ay can 
you get? I showed this tome 
to a friend who is quietly 
proud of being a fifth-genera¬ 
tion Canadian and he re¬ 
marked. "This is naticatali.sm 
gone mad; it’s really rather 
pathetic.” 

The correct assessment 
probably lies somewhere in 
between these two extremes.

Much has been written by, and about, the Duke^of Wind¬ 
sor. nearly all of it shadowed by bias. The only way to arrive 
at the truth about this troubled prince was for a competent 
writer to undertake profound research, preferably while sev¬ 
eral of his contemporaries were still alive. This has now been 
dorve by Finances Donaldson, and her enthralling biography 
of Edward VIU is unlikely to be superseded for a very long 
time. 

The life of a king is normally the life of his times and 
most official baografdwrs arc in reality historians. But there 
was nothing normal about the reign of Edward VIU; bis his¬ 
tory, as Lady Donaldson reminds us, is the histcMT^ an ab¬ 
dication.

Alan Fry moves 
into white domain 


THE BURDEN «F ADRIAN KNOWLE, by Alan Fry; 
Doiihleday: IH» pages;

In ihrce previous novels. British Columbia’s Alan Fry es- 
tabiishcrl himself with his simple, sensitive prose as an in¬ 
terpreter of tragedy of the North American Indian. 

These liooks Hmv a People Die, 0)me a Long Journey 
and The Revenge of Annie Charlie each focussed on the 
uneasy relationship between whites and Indians in the rural 
B.C. Interior, The last two novels did not come close to 
matching the power or eloquence of How A People Die which 
packed a relentless ring of truth which left the reader filled 
with emotion, with concern, and above all with an almost 
sickening feeling of frustration and helplessness. 

Perhaps Fry has s-aid all he can say aboiil Indians. At 
any rate, his latest bof)k is not atxml Indians. Adrian Know le 
is a white man, and so are all the other c haracters in this 
novel of the vast and rugged ranch country in lower central 
British Columbia. 

Fry's Indian b<H>ks dealt with the alienation of an entire 
race; this novel is alx>ui the alienation of an individual — of 
one man at odds with his own kind, of one who, in short, just 
doc.-sn’l tit in. 

There wh>, on the sprawling Knowle cattle ranch in the 
1910s and 'oOs an uncompromising definition of what a man 
ought to be. It demanded a .lohn Wayne kind of physical 
strength and siutahornoss. and it abhorred ineptitude, timidity 
and scntimcnialily. 

Adrian Knowle, born into a ruthless and domineering 
family and never knowing any other standard of manhood, 
v^as the f)roverbial 98-|)ound weakling who wanted to fit into 
the scheme of things, not to c hallenge it. 

Eventually, through sheep 'determination and an inner 
reserve more potent tlwn any outward strength, he does earn 
the rcsi>ect of his limited circle of peers, opens up some long 
buried secrets of his family’s past, and even brings some hu¬ 
manity lo a ranc h life that had known only brutality and fear. 

The Burden of Adrian Knowle is tautly-wrillen and i.s 
marked by the sensitive understanding of human rela¬ 
tionships which Alan Fry possesses in abundance. 


facet of that drama ha? been e.xploi'ed in print and whether 
right or wrong in detail it has been hammered into immuta¬ 
ble shape by constant repetition. 


Wisely, F'rances Donaldson deals with the drama in con¬ 
text, alloting it only the space it rates. She is more concerned 
with how a beautiful, eagei*. life-lovkig boy turned into a sad¬ 
faced perpatetic man; how history’s most papular Prince of 
Wales be^me the pathetic figure we knew as Duke of Wind- 


Her methcxl was to fit detail to detail in order to gain a 
faithful portrait of the human being behind the history. 'Ihis 
involved exploring developing character and occasicHial de¬ 
tours into psychology, without usurping the psychologist’s 
field. Such a task is always tricky, but in dealing with royalty 
it is doubly so. It is pleasant to report that FYances Donald¬ 
son has, in the main, dune a splendid job and her book makes 
compelling reading. 


Horrific influences 

We now know and accept that influences in the early 
years of a child’s life dictate the character patterns of the 
man. In the case of the Duke of Windsor these influ«ices 
were horrific — the stuff of a classic psychiatric case history. 

Like aU upper-class English children of the period he was 
taken each day to spend a few minutes with his parents; for 
the resf of the time he was in charge of a nanny who was 
possessive to the point of madness. Before entering the draw¬ 
ing-room she would twist the boy’s arm until he screamed. 
This ensured that the sobbing, incoherent child would be rap¬ 
idly dismissed and so speedily returned to her care. 

Unbelievably, this wasn’t discovered until this fiend had 
a breakdown and left - after working for more than three 
years without a single day off. ^ 

The boy’s father, later King George V, was a strict disci¬ 
plinarian, quick to admonish and wholly lacking in affection; 
his mother, the future Queen Mary, was unable to com- 
mimicate and rejected her children. To add to the young 
prince’s bewilderment he was fussed over by his grand¬ 
parents, King Edward VII and Queen Alexandra, and allowed 
to do and say whatever he liked ^ but only in secret, behind 
his parents’' backs. 

And the strongest influence all in his life in those eaiiy 
years was Mrs. Keppei, his grandfather’s mistress, a re¬ 
markable and charming woman who, with great discretion, 
wielded much influence at court. 

Desperate longing for maternal love, fear of father, domi¬ 
nation by tlie nanny, and the happiness given to his grand- 
fatJier by a married woman - these were the formative influ¬ 
ences which were to cause him some 40 years later to give 
up his throne for a twice-married woman who supplied the 
maternal domination he had been schooled to need. 

The first pari of Frances Donaldson's biography deals 
with Edward’s misguided upbringing — a useless tutor, wast¬ 
ed years in the na\y, a deliberate avoidance of culture and

Recent colle<- 
lions from northern Quebec 
have no) been deemed of suf¬ 
ficiently high quality for in¬ 
clusion. 

One wquki' (ike to have seen 
more of the early prints from 
Cape Dorset, some of which 
are still among Ihc most ap- 
F>ealing, lor there arc only 
two of the 1959 vintage, five of 
1960. 

A serious omission in a 
)xx>k dealing comprehensively 
with Eskimo graphics is lack 
of reference to the copy prints 
now being sold. They are pro¬ 
duced in the south, by auth¬ 
orization of the West Baffin 
Eskimo Co-or>erative, in edi¬ 
tions of up to 2.500. 

'rtiese may be sold cheaply 
as "Eskimo prints” and are 
effective decorations but it 
should be made clear to unin¬ 
formed purchasers (which is 
not always done) that these 
are not pulls from the original 
stone cuts, cof»per engravings, 
or etchings. 

Such ijroliferatkm of 
■prints” may encoui’age in¬ 
terest but may well prove de¬ 
leterious to an exclusive 
form. Better to ac()uire a fine¬ 
ly reFiiTKluced collection of 
copies of prints by means of 
this welHirodiiced, informa¬ 
tive Imok.

Photographs aie mostly 
clear, plants are identifiable, 
plant names are accurate, 
and to help the amateur there 
is also a simple, jargon-free 
and workable identification 
chart. 

The author is an enthusiast 
and manages to communicate 
hia enthusiasm for gathering 
berries and converting them 
into .jams, jellies and wines. 
This is a useful and much- 
needed little book, and one 
should ask no more, but this 
reviewer does. 

The English is sloppy ) "A 
bit of conservation", "My own 
personal favorite"). Some in- 
structions are careless 
("Cook until thick" ~ how 
long is ‘‘until thick”?). 

The typeface of chapter 
headings i.s absurdly large 
and that of the index absurdly 




small. Annoyingly, headings 
to the identification chart are 
discontinued after the first 
page. .Absence of an accent 
l auses ". . . makes a very 
presentable rose” read like a 
flower instead of a light red 
wine! 

Spelling errors (xrcur Soo- 
pollalie instead of SoopolalJie. 
and the Middle English word 
for holly is holin or holyn, not 
holem as stated. The author 
refers to the Saturnalia of 
Dec. 21. Not so. Augustus de¬ 
creed it be held on Dec. 17 
and 18. 

Small points, but 1 was able 
to check these facts with ease 
so why couldn’t the author 
have done so? And why didn’t 
an editor do so? 

Two paragraphs are re¬ 
versed those of Salal and 
Slender Wintergreen. The text 
lists the plants in that order 
but the reversal of pho¬ 
tographs will confuse the am¬ 
ateur gatherer.

I^dy Doaaldson falls over backwards lo be fair by 
F^D^^pting, whenever possible, all the evidence from every 
aiji^table quarter, but she makes no secret of the fact that 
she has not tried too hard to disguise her prejudices. 

Of the chief characters. Mrs. Simpson is dearly the one 
idle dislikes the most. She shows her disdain in tlie most ex- 
traordinaiy way, by freiiuenily referring to her in the past 
tense as if she were dead. The first time was a shock; after 
ttiat I accepted it as nemesis. 

This biography ol one of the most famous of all 20lh < en- 
tui'y figures is substantial and in the main objective. Written 
with, clarity, humor, insight and a certain amount of skep¬ 
ticism. it paints a fair ixirtrail of the unfortunate Edward 
charm, warts and 'ill, a man who performed an act uni()ue in 
the history of kings, and paid dearly for it. 

Lightweight fare

As readers of tier splendid fwo-volumc biography of 
Wellington well know, the Countess of I.,ongford is b.v no 
meins a lightweight writer, it’s just that this type of ’f»ook 
called for lightweight treatment.

It is ev idem tliat these two authoi's are friends and that 
1-ongford was granted a pre-publication look at the Donaldson 
work and Uiat. with permission, slie has skimmed off the 
cream for use in the sections dealing with George V and Ed¬ 
ward VIII. Even the wordiiig is the same. 

The same publisher has issued both txNiks and one as- 
sutnes it was considered there wouldn’t be any overlap of 
readei’ship. And there shouldn't Ije eitlier. Both bx>ks are 
good, Its .just a question of whether you want the mam 
course or the mini.

by tankei*s — about 12 tankers 
or so per month at current 
traffic figures. 

The refineries face another 
cut of the same magnitude on 
July 1. 

Replacing the dwindling Ca¬ 
nadian supply is not just 
merely a matter of ordering 
in more tankere. Involved 
also is •‘retuning ’ the relin- 
eries to handle more of a dif¬ 
ferent kind of crude oil. 

William Malseed, manager 
of the Shell refinery in Arw- 
cortes said in an interview 
thi.'« week that his company Is 
getting ready for the day 


when there will be no Alberta 
crude available by spending 
$50 million to modernize its 
plant. 

Malseed said that the re¬ 
construction hopefully will be 
completed by 1977, a full five 
years before all oil e.xports 
to the U.S. from aCnada will 
cease. 

.Malseed said that he hoped 
that Energy Minister Mac¬ 
donald •djcsn't speed things 
up ttK» much” in cutting back 
on the exports at least until 
the refinery has been convert¬ 
ed. 

The offshore crude that 
must be brought in now, Mal- 


sced said, contains much 
more sulphur than the Alberta 
brand. This heavy sulphur 
content will also apply to the 
Alaska North Slope crude 
when it becomes available. 
The removal of the sulphur 
will be an added cost to the 
offshore crude wliich is al¬ 
ready more expensive than 
the Canadian oil. 

The Shell refinery can 
proce.'JS 91,000 barrels per 
day, the Atlantic Richfield 
and Mobil refineries, neigh¬ 
bors near Femdale. are both 
rated at 100,000 and the Tex¬ 
aco one. also at Anacurles, is 
rated at -78.000 barrels. 


P. C. Templeton, the Tex¬ 
aco manager, said in a sepa¬ 
rate interview that the cut¬ 
back fix>m Canada will have 
no immediate adverse effect 
on his refinery operations. 

•’However, as we go further 
down the road on this cutback 
there will be some effect 
felt.” he said. Templeton 
added that his refinery had no 
plans “at present” to convert 
it to accept the Alaska crude. 

Templeum went on to say 
that his company had just fin¬ 
ished a conversion on the plant 
to raise its c-apacity from 
63,000 barrels to 78.000. 

Tlie Texaco refinery, he 
said, was able to gel between 
55 anJ 65 per cent • gasoline 
out of a barrel of Albeiia 
crude. Using a different grade 
will mean that there will be 
less gasoline produced and 
more fuel oil. 

An Atlantic Richfield 
spokesman said that when its 
new refinery began operations 
two years ago it was using 
about 75 per cent “Canada 
mix” for supply. 

However. lately, he said, 
the Arco plant has been down 
to about a 45 per cent Canada 
mix. 

“We are pmjecting about 40 
per cent during the coming 
year.” he added. 

The Atlantic Richfield plant 
was fully modem when it was 
built anl w'as primarily de¬ 
signed to also handle the hea¬ 
vier Alaskan crude. However, 
it is so up to date that switch¬ 
ing from one brand of supply 
to another doesn’t involve ex¬ 
pensive changeover proce¬ 
dures and rebuilding, the 
problem faced by the other 
refineries.

OAKLAND (AP) — 
Clarence Diavis outwrestJed a 
group of Miami defenders in 
the end zone and grabbed Ken 
Stabler's fourth touchdown 
pass of the game, an eight- 
yarder with 26 seconds re¬ 
maining. giving the Oakland 
Raiders a 26-26 playoff win 
Saturday that ended the Dol¬ 
phins’ two-year reign as Na¬ 
tional Football League cham¬ 
pions. 

The victory sent the 
Raiders, champions of the 
American Conference West 
with a 12-2 record — best in 
the league—into the Dec. 29 
AFC title game here against 


the winner of today’s Buffalo- 
Pittsburgh contest. 

Davis’ catch, climaxed a 
frantic 67-yard drive which 
began with two minutes left, 
just after rookie Benny Ma¬ 
lone’s brilliant sideline touch¬ 
down run had put Miami in 
front 26-21. 

That in turn, had come one 
and a half minutes after Oak¬ 
land’s Cliff Branch had made 
a sensational diving catch erf 
a Stabler pass at the Miami 
29, then alertly scrambled to 
his feet and ran for a touch¬ 
down on a play that covered

TORONTO (CP) — The 
seven lean years are over fca* 
Cieorge (Punch) Imlach. 

Having survived a serious 
heart attack and a gal) blad¬ 
der uiferatiun. not to mention 
the agonies of building a Na¬ 
tional Hockey League exf>an- 
sion team into a contender, 
the general nwinager of Buffa¬ 
lo Sabres is a happy man. 

The club he started from 
nothing in 1970 is leading the 
Adanvs Division of the NHL 
over Boston Bruins, Toronto 
Maple Leafs and California 
Seals. 

He is seriously dreaming of 
a Stanley Cup for the first 
time since 1907 when, as gen¬ 
eral manager and coach, he 
piloted Toronto to victory — 
one of four cups won by the 
Leafs in the 11 years he 
coached them. 

“The best part of it is that I 
get to watch Gilbert Perreault 
play every game.” said Im¬ 
lach. 

Never afi'aid to e.\press con¬ 


troversial opinicHis, Imlach 
talks in superlatives about 
Perreault, tlie centre he draft¬ 
ed fii^Sl w hen he l>egan to pul 
die Sabres togeUier in 1970. 

“I can safely say Perreault 
is the best player in tlie busi¬ 
ness. Of course, I don't see 
Bobby Orr every game but I 
know one thing 1 wouldn’t 
trade PeiTeaull fjr On* now. 

“Perreault can break a 
game open at any time, and 
I find myself talking about 
this spectacular move or that 
sui)er goal. He’s the big man, 
but we’re winning because of 
the de|)th of the talent we 
have, plus hard work and dis¬ 
cipline. 

“Maybe we’re liot the best 
learn in hockey but we’re the 
best attraction now. Just look 
at our forward lines. ” 

Perreault centres the 
FTvncli Connoction with Rick 
MaiTin and Rene Robert and 
all tliree have scored at least 
20 goals. 

Don Luce centres the check¬ 


ing line, with Craig Ramsay 
and rookie Danny Gai'e, and 
thei-e are (he Kamikaze Kids 
— Jim lyu'enlz, Rick Dudley 
and Brian Spencer—who have 
a knack of uiisetting Uieir op- 
ixjnenls. 

“They’re a perfect Uiird 
hue because tliey roar around 
the other team’s end and tire 
tlicm out," Imlach said. 

Imlach also has acquired, by 
astute trading and selection, a 
defence that fits his pattern. 
Jim Schoenfeld, I.3rry Car- 
rierc. Bill Hajt, Jerry Korab, 
Lee Kogulin and Jocelyn 
Guevremont are all over six 
feel and 190 pounds. 

Goal was e.xpecled to be a 
major problem at the begin¬ 
ning of the season l?ut Clary 
Bromley has developed quick¬ 
ly and Roger Crozier has 
come back from stomach 
problems. 

Imlach, who lives in the 
Toronto suburb of Scar¬ 
borough and spends two or 


three days a week at home, is 
careful about his health. 

He suffered a heart attack 
in 1972 and turned coaching 
duties at Buffalo over to his 
longtime friend Joe Crozier. 

“I’m fine, roally, and I 
want to keep it that way, bul 
noihihg Ifas changed much in 
the way I live. I’m careful to 
get plenty of rest and avoid 
being tired.” 

Imlach’s relationship with 
Crozier soured last season 
and (^rozier moved to Van¬ 
couver Blazers of the World 


Hockey Association as gener¬ 
al manager. Imlach prefers 
not to discuss tlieir falling 
out. 

■'We were friends too long 
for mi to'bad-mouth him.’’ 

His present coach is P'loyd 
Smith, whrt pla ypd for Imladl 
at Toronto. 

“Smith is a winner, a guy 
the players respond to and 
work for,’’ he says. “Smitty 
has complete control of the 
team.” 

Imlach still tends to use 


such words as “we’’ and “us ” 
when talking about the Leals, 
(lie duh that fired him after 
being eliminated from the 
playoffs by Boston in 1909. 

•‘Those were great years. 
We accomplished some fine 
things w’i^ an outstanding 
group of men. Many men 
have gone through tlieir entire 
hockey career and never had 
a chance to have that win¬ 
ning the Stanley Cup happen 
once. I did, and now I have 
the chance to do it again."

It's finally happened! Bnl- 
n>h Columbia has been as. 
sured of a chess tounrament 
which may turn out to be the 
biggest and richest open event 
in the history of the royal 
game. 

And mosd of die credit has 
to go to the government of 
British Columbia. without 
whose cooperation and finan¬ 
cial help the tournament 
would not have been possible. 

It all began about a year 
ago when Jonathan Berry of 
Vancouver, president of the 
B.C. Chess Federation. Lany 
Kirstein, a former Victoria 
chess organizer now living in 
Ottawa, and your favorHe col¬ 
umnist began discussing the 
possibility of putting on a 
tournament for all the world 
to see and attend. 

But to do something like 
j this, we needed the provincial 
government’s backing. Nego¬ 
tiations with Deputy Provin¬ 
cial Secretary L. J. Wallace 
began last spring and finally 
came to fruition this month 
with a no-strings-attached 
grant of $7,500. 

This meant that University 
of British Columbia could he 
paid for the site; all advertis¬ 
ing e.\penses would he taken 
care of, and supplies and 
equipment could be purchased 
ahead of time regardless of 
the number of entries. 

It also meant that in this 
tournament, all entry fees up 
to a total of 600 players will 
be returned to the players as 
cash prizes—something that’s 
simply unheard of in a chess 
tournament these days. 

And so the big tournament 
was bom and christened Van¬ 
couver 1975, with a projected 
I prize fund of S30,000 -based 
I on 600 entries and with 
$15,000 of this ' going to the 
I Open section and another 
! $15,000 allotted for the five 
i classes ($3,000 each)—E.xpert, 
j A, B. C and D-Unrated. 

The Open section, with the 
first prize of $3,000. second of 
$3,500, third of $2,000 and 10 
prizes in all, will offer the 
richest prizes the world has 
j ever seen for the top players 
' in an open tourney, 
i The top .section is o|)en to 
' everyone, but it should be 
noted that all players rated 
2*200 or higher MUST comficte 
I in that section. 

The five classes will feature 
first prizes of $1,000; second 
of $750; diird of $500 and 
seven prizes in al). It should 
be noted that players cannot 
compete in a class lower than 
their rating but will be al¬ 
lowed to f)lay one- but only 
I ONE^—class higher than their 
I rating at tournament time, 
j The tournament will be held 
at UBC’s beautiful Totem 
j Park complex in Vancouver. 

beginning Saturday. May 17, 

' «nd ending Sunday. May 25. 

There will be only one round 
; a day except Monday. May 
I 19, when two rounds will be 
j played, for 10 rounds all told. 

I Once the five classes are 
■ formed, players within them 
I will only compete against 
I each other and will not have 
I to play against grandmasters 
I and international masters. 

However, as mentioned be¬ 
fore. those wishing to play 
1 top-notch international compe- 
j tition are allowed to enter the 
I Open section, but then have to 
1 remain there. And as men- 
I tioned before, all entry fees 
I up to a total of 600 players 
will be returned in full as 
cash prizes. This is the most 
uniifue feature of the tour- 
n a m e n t . because major 
events take up to 30 per cent 
from entry fees for c.xpenscs 
and other deductions.

on Christmas Eve, Pope Paul 
VI will knock three times with 
a silver hammer on a walled 
door at the iarthest-right en¬ 
trance to St^Peter’s Basilica.

During the course of the 
year, up to 7 million Catholic 
pilgrims are expected to 
stream through the door be¬ 
fore it is sealed up again on 
Christmas idg^t, 1975. 

The pilgrims will be com¬ 
ing to Rome in response to 
Pope Paul’s call for a year of

Other officials point to the 
jammed streets, insufficient 
water and power netwwks, 
poor communications, crowd¬ 
ed airports and railway sta¬ 
tions, erratic public transpor¬ 
tation, frequent strikes — and 
wonder what wil happen when 
millions of additional visitors 
arrive. 

The restauranteurs and ho¬ 
teliers appear to be of mixed 
minds abwt the jubilee cele¬ 
bration. On the one hand, 
there is the prospect of 25,000 
or so visitors a day, spending 
up to $15 apiece, which would 
be highly welcome to view of 
this year’s 25 per cent drop in 
tourism. 

But the worldwide recession 
is expected to cut into the 
number of pilgrims and their 
per capita spending. As one 
economic commentator put it 


bluntly: ^^The Holy Year 
could turn out to be a “holy 

flop.” 

Mi^ of the pilgrims from 
the worid’s 700 million Catho- 
Iks are expected to come 
from the pocHier countries. 

For instance. Bishop James 
Rausch, general secretary of 
the U.S. National Conference 
of Bishops, said: “I don’t ex¬ 
pect an outpouring pilgrims 
from the U.S. because the 
economic- situation on both 
sides of the Atlantic is not 
good.” 


WASHINGTON (API-Unit¬ 
ed States schools must stop 
suspending pupils except in 
emergency situations if there 
is to be any hope luring 
more than two million dro¬ 
pouts and pushoutf back into 
the classroom, says a private 
report released Saturday. 

The Children’s * Defence 
Fund, an advocacy cxrganiza- 
tion supported by foundations, 
said that by denying educa¬ 
tion to so many ”we have 
failed to provide every child a 
chance for a decent life.” 

In its 366-page report. Chil¬ 
dren Out of Scho(d in Ameri¬ 
ca, the fund noted that the 
U.S. census bureau estimates 
that nearly two million chil¬ 
dren aged seven to 17 years 
are not enrolled in school. The 
report said the figures ex¬ 
clude **pu8houtt,'* the

Parks Region romps while other cities choke^iu growth

Without adequate parks, a 
city is a bad place to live. 

Politicians are more and 
more realizing that parks are 
just as necessary for healthy 
living as good sewage sys¬ 
tems. adequate health care, 
and all the other services pro¬ 
vided by the various levels of 
government. 

Unlike many north Ameri¬ 
can cities, which have, been 
choking in their envn growth. 
Greater Victoria has an abun¬ 
dance of parkland. 

That isn't to say that the 
park s>'stem in the Capital 
Region can’t be improved but 
even if the population doubles 
and not one more acre of 
parkland is added, parks 
acreage available in the Capi¬ 
tal Region would still be 
about twice what’s considered 
“normal.” 

Residents of the Capital Re¬ 
gion have more than 14.000 
acres of parkland at their dis- 
posaL 

Of that, about 3.000 acres 
are owTied by municipalities. 
6.000 acres by the Capital Re¬ 
gion. 4.400 acres by the prov¬ 
ince. and about 600 acres by 
the federal government. 
Statistics show that for each 
.000 population, there are 60 
acres of parkland in fhe Capi¬ 
tal Region. 

For an area of the region’s 
size, 17 acres per l.OOO popu¬ 
lation is considei'cd a normal 
guideline. 

Tlie figures I o r TonrtUo 
show Just Ixnv well u(f Capital 
Region •■esidents are. 

Total parkland available to 
the public in Metro Toronto 
about 14.300 acres. On a popu¬ 
lation-space ratio that works 
col ta alioui 6.65 aci-es for 
each 1,000 population. Toronto 
proper is even worse off. 
Each 1,000 residents must 
share two acres of parkland. 
The corresponding figure for 
Victoria proper is about 7.5 
acres, still short of the 10-acre 
per 1,000 popuulation guideline 
for urban centres. 

One of the most outstanding 
contributions to Greater Vic¬ 
toria’s parks system has been 
made by the Capital Region. 

The assembly of East Sooke 
Park, a 4.000-acre wilderness 
along several miles of rugged

waterfront in East Sooke. 
would never have been ac¬ 
complished without the far¬ 
sightedness of the regional 
board. 

The region carries out its 
parks function with funds pro¬ 
vided through a half-mill levy 
on all component municipal¬ 
ities and unorganized terri¬ 
tories. 

Last year’s regional parks 
budget, including provincial 
grants, was just over the 
Sl’UO.OOOrmark. 


Regional parks committee 
chairman Earl Pallister. 
director for Langford, says 
the region will now shift its 
emphasis from parks ac¬ 
quisition to the development 
of parkland. 

“We will provide the basic 
services such as parking and 
toilet facilities in the parks 
we now own.” he said in an 
interview. 

“1 doubt whether we’ll 
make any more major pur¬ 
chases in the next few years,” 
Pallister added.

But he pointed out a basic 
flaw in the Capital Region’s 
parks system; 

“There is an almost total 
absence of neighborhood 
parks in the unorganized ter¬ 
ritories of Colwood, Langford 
and Metchosin,” Pallister 
said. 

To rectify that problem, the 
Capital Region Board has pro¬ 
posed a new urban parks pro¬ 
gram. 

Municipalities and unor¬ 
ganized areas would partici¬ 
pate by contributing one-sLxth 
of a mill a year to a fund out 
of which the region would fi¬ 
nance the acquisition and dev¬ 
elopment of small neighbor¬ 
hood parks and playgrounds. 

With provincial grants, one- 
sixth of a mill would give the 
region about $65,000 a year 
for that purpose. 

“.Money spent on parks. I 
think, is well spent. Parks 
are our legacy to the future,” 
^id Pallister. 


Growth sparks need 
for in-city facilities 


Victoria may be the city of 
gardens, but the city of parks 
it b;n't. 

In spite of Beacon Hill Park 
and all its beauty, the city 
falls short of what is consid¬ 
ered the “normal” park 
space-people ratio. 

According to a park inven¬ 
tory. prepared by the city’s 
parks department two years 
ago. the normal ratio for a 
city of VictcMPia’s size is 10 
acres of paiicland for every 
1,000 popuation. 


Saanich rich in active recreation areas

Saanich residents enjoy one of the best 
municipal park systems in B.C. 

Saanich owns more than 500 acres of 
park land, which works out to above seven 
acres for every 1,000 residents. 'That’s quite a 
good ratio, compared with the international 
ideal of 10 acres per 1.000 people, parks ad¬ 
ministrator P'rank Andrews said. 

It’s even better when the hundreds of 
acres of provincial and regional parks within 
the municipality’s borders are added to the 
tot-il. 


Saanich’s system has been built up in the 
last 17 years, Andrews said. That’s when Burt 
Richman started as parks administrator with 
a $25,000 budget “and one broken down lawn 
mower.” Richman retired in September of 
this year. 

He left behind a park system with a main¬ 
tenance budget of about $599,000. 

Cedar Hill Golf Course, boulevards, and 
beach accesses are included in the budget. 

Growth of Saanich’s parks has depended 
on “recreation and environment conscious 
councils,” Andrews said. 

liocal sendee and sporting clubs have also 
aided paiic development. One e.xample is 


Saanich tennis club, which is investing about 
$50,000 in six courts at Lambrick Park. The 
courts will be open to the public 40 per cent 
of the time, Andrews said. 

In the past, Saanich has concentrated on 
providing “active, rather than passive recre¬ 
ation areas,” such as playing fields lo& chil¬ 
dren. he said. “We hope now to provide park 
areas for the middle and older generations.” 

Alttiough total park acreage is high, 
'some Saanich neighborhoods are deficient in 
recreational areas and green space. 

To remedy this., and to provide parks in 
new subdivisions, council h^ been bargain¬ 
ing with developers. 


In return for park land, or donations to a 
park fund. Saanich permitted some develop¬ 
ers to reduce lot sizes in new subdivisions. 

Because of uncertainty about interpreta¬ 
tion of the Municipal Act, council has now 
abandoned the policy. The innovation is being 
studied by the province and “Fve been led 
to believe they are in favenr of it,” Aid. Mel 
Couveher said. 

Couvelier, chairman of council’s lands, 
planning and housing committee, expects the 
provincial government to give municipalities 
such bargaining power for parks by amen¬ 
ding the Municipal Act.

25 per cent short of what 
is considered normal. 

Oty council’s parks com¬ 
mittee chairman Aid. Mal¬ 
colm Anderson says it isn’t as 
bad as it sounds. 

He claims the city has 
"thousands o f miniature 
parks,” namely all the pri¬ 
vate grounds surrounding the 
homes of Victorians whose fa¬ 
vorite past-time is gardening. 

.Anderson also mentions 177 
acres of treed boulevards 
which enhance the city to a 
great extent. 

.Anderson also stresses that 
the city has added quite a few 
acres to its parks during the 
past lew years: Summit Park 
— 9.41 acres: Gonzales Beach 
addition — 2 acres; Oaklands 
Park addition — 1.73 acres; 
U'arren Tug property acquisi¬ 
tion — 3.4 acres; Barnard 
Park acquisition — 3 acres. 

ITiis year’s parks budget 
was just over $1 million and 
Anderson considers that ade¬ 
quate to* maintain a good 
parks program. 

Of that $1 million, more 
than a (quarter was spent on 
maintaining Beacon Hill 
Park, Victoria’s showpiece. 

Anderson says he would like 
to spend “a little more” on 


capital projects in parks. That 
has been pegged to $100,U00 
for a few' years, but inflation 
has reduced its effectiveness. 

Anderson foresees an in¬ 
creasing demand on parks in 
the city during the next 20 
years. 

Pressures resulting from an 
increasing population. he 
says, will force many resi¬ 
dents to refrain from travell¬ 
ing outside city limits too 
often to enjoy regional parks. 

Instead, they will take 
m.jre advantage of parkland 
within the city’s boundaries. 
Anderson adds.

•”rhetis Lake Park will 
probably be transferred to the 
Capital Region Board this 
year.” 

That sentence, or words to 
that effect, has been written 
by reixirters for at least five 
years now. 

The fact is, transferring 
Thetis Lake Park to the regi¬ 
on is no closer now than it 
was five years ago. 

The stumbling block is 
money, as it was when the 
transfer was first suggested. 

The city of Victoria owns 
the llOU-iicre park. It’s listed 
among die city’s assets wJth a 
value of about $4 million, a 
considerable entry. 

The park is located about 
six miles north of Victoria’s 
boundai-y, which makes it es¬ 
sentially a regional park, used 
by residents of all municipal¬ 
ities as well as those of the 
unorganized territories. 


But the city is stuck with 
maintaining the park alone 
without financial help from 
anyone. 

Before it would agree to 
transferring the park to the 
regional boai'd, city council 
has always insisted on getting 
some financial reimbur¬ 
sement. 

Usually, the figure men¬ 
tioned w'as $250,000, but the 
regional board has always i-e- 
iected the deal because the 
park was already there, re- 
gaixlless of who would look 
after it 

And that’s where the matter 
rests, ana rests, and rests. 
Aid. Malcolm Anderson, 
chairman of city council’s 
I>arks committee, doubts 
whether the transfer will be 
made this year or next year. 

As long as the city wants 
money for the park, and the 
regional board isn’t willing to 
pay, there’s just no w:ay to 
transfer it, i\nderson said.

Esquimau recreational and 
parks director Harold Moist 
sets the total parkland figure 
for the municipality at 90 
acres but a program pion- 
eeml in the area by Esqui¬ 
malt adds an additional 21 
acres of school recreational 
land for community use. 

Moist’s department sched¬ 
ules the public use of school 
yards after school hours and 
in some cases has added such 
facilities as tennis courts. 

Moist said the Esquimalt 
park system incluoed four 
park types—scenic, playfield. 
playlot and greent]«lt or wil¬ 
derness. 

Russell said Oak Bay’s total 
reaches 147.4 acres tut more 


than half of this is the un- 
develof)ed Uplands Park. The 
Oak Bay park system is bro¬ 
ken into passive, activity and 
decorative parks. 

Russell said regional con¬ 
trol of parks was a question 
for the politicians but Moi.st 
called for regional take over 
of celebrity or widely used 
parks. 

None of Esquimau’s parks 
fit that description. Moist 
said, but Beacon Hill and 
Thetis Lake are examples of 
two parks financed by Vic¬ 
toria but heavily used by non¬ 
residents. 

However. Moist added, such 
parks sIkmjUI still remain 
under municipal sufiervision 
but the Capita] Region should 
pay the bills.

Japan’s women have it rough

The on‘job discrimination 
l^ing women is much more 
i^-ious for unmarried women 
who have'worked practically 
4)1 their lives and yet have lit¬ 
tle to show for it. 

,.The woes faced by middle- 
4^ed workingwomen were 
Brought up anew when a 
group of single women work¬ 
ing or who had worked in the 
lextile industry and related 
fields met in Tokyo recently 
to discuss their problems. 

• The meeting was the first of 
a series for women textile 
workers sponsored by the 
.Tapan F'ederation of Textile 
Workers Itnions t Zensen 
Domeit. 

The discussions centred on 
wage differentiation between 


men and women, earlier retir¬ 
ement age for women, in¬ 
equality of tax assessment, 
housing loan preference for 
men and the general substan¬ 
dard treatment accorded 
women workers. 

There are an estimated one 
million single women in the 
counti-y whose ages range 
from 45 to 55, all of them ei¬ 
ther in the retirement age 
bracket or already retired 
and working in another job. 

A Tokyo metropolitan gov¬ 
ernment survey taken in No¬ 
vember, 1973, of 970 un¬ 
married women between the 
ages of 40 and 54 indicated 
that as many as 83.3 per cent 
of them were employed. 

A Zensen Domei survey 
taken of 324 workingwomen 45 
or older disclosed that 21 per 
cent of the women were earn¬ 
ing between $234 and $268 a 
month and more than 50 per 
cent had an income less than 
$268. 

Most of these women had 


had no chance to get married 
because of the Second World 
War in which hiiUions of Jap¬ 
anese men of marriageable 
age perished. In a way it can 
be said these women are still 
suffering from the aftermath 
of the disastrous war. 

’rhe following are the pre¬ 
dicaments described by spme 
of the about 20 participants in 
the first meeting held at the 
Zensen Domei Kaikan. 

A 48-year-old woman who 
works for a confectionery said 
at fh'st she was satisfied be¬ 
cause she received the same 
salary as her male colleagues 
but it all had changed when 
the labor union set up wo¬ 
men’s departments. 

Women woricers stai-tcd re¬ 
ceiving less initial salary than 
men and the retirement age 
for women was fixed at 50 
while it was 60 for male 
workei-s. 

A 42-year-old woman, a col¬ 
lege graduate and former 
teacher, works on a medical 


administrative staff but her 
mwithly pay is only $250 even 
with 20 hours overtime. She 
earns an additional $100 
monthly working part-time 
for a practitioner. Her income 
is barely enough to maintain 
a living in a one-room apart¬ 
ment, she says. 

A matron at a bachelors' 
quarters of a textile firm said 
people tend to think single 
women are saving a lot of 
money but that this is not so 
because their Income is low 
and, being single, they are 
heavily taxed. 

She said one of the discrimi¬ 
nations she had experienced 
was her company’s offering of 
Housing loans to male em¬ 
ployees but not to female em¬ 
ployees. 

This situation was rectified 
when she and her colleagues 
succeeded in persuading the 
firm to include the distaff em¬ 
ployees among the benefi¬ 
ciaries of the loan.

Cottonseed made fit 
for human consumption

LUBBOCK. Tex. -Snack 
foods will soon be good for 
you. 

.Soon you can drink a Bloody 
Mary and get as much protein 
as you do (wm a glass of 
milk. 

Before long you’ll be able to 
rat a cupcake and drink an 
orange pop and have all your 
daily nutritiGnal requirements. 

The trick is cotlOTi. 

Not cotton you wear, but 
cotton you eat. 

They both come from the 
same plant but until recently 
it was the plant’s lint, with its 
characteristics to be woven 
into cloth, that leceivM the 
most attention. 

Today its food pixiperties. 
which come from the cot¬ 
tonseed. are getting more of 
the limelight. 

What’s important is that 
cotton contains s6 muok pro¬ 
tein. From the cottonseed a 
flour can be made having 66 
per cent protein. 

The flour will be available 
In February when the Plains 
Oil Co-operative Mill in Lub¬ 
bock turns the switch on its 
new flour mill. The mill will 
turn out more than 25 tons of 
flour daily. 

Officials of the National 
rWlton Onincil of America, a 
national association for cotton 


producei's and manufacturers, 
say the Lubbock facility will 
be the first commercial plant 
to produce the flour. 

Until recently, the cot¬ 
tonseed was not edible by 
man. A dark gland in the 
seed, called gossypol, made 
one-stomached animals, such 
as man. sick. But for multi- 
stomached animals, like cat¬ 
tle, there is no problem. Con-, 
sequently, much of the teed 
was used for cattle feed. 

In 1969, the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture’s south¬ 
ern regional research centre 
in New Orleans discovered a 
process which could take the 
gossypol out of the seed. The 
procedure, called the liquid 
cyclone process, is being in¬ 
stalled for commercial pro¬ 
duction at the Lubbock plant. 

The fluffy white powder 
that vfill be extracted will be 
u.sed in a range of product.^ 
from cakes and cookies to soft 
drinks, meats such as ham- 
burger. cereals, breads, 
crackers, baby foods, candy 
and even whipped toppings. 

You won’t see the flour 
bagged on the supermarket 
shelf, said John Herzer, gen¬ 
eral manager of, the Lubbock 
mill. Instead, it will be used 
primarily by the food industry 
to boost the amount of protein 
in its food.

pop and it will have 2 per cent 
protein, he said. Put the same 
amount in tomato juice—the 
basis for a Bloody Mary—and 
protein will be increased from 
0.9 per cent to 3.5 per cent, 
the same protein content of a 
glass of milk. 

Cottonseed isn’t the only 
protein supplement in the nii- 
.seed family, there are also 
.soybeans and peanuts. Each 
have certain ^neficial pro¬ 
perties the others don’t. 

Cottonseed’s asset is that it 
is liight. has a sweet smell and 
taste, and doesn’t impart a 
beany flavor as soybeans can. 

Cottonseed extract also di.s- 
solves completely in slightly 
acid liquids, such as soft 
drink.s. That means with the 
cottonseed juice added to it,, 
soda pop of the future will 
have the .same taste but offer 
more nutrition. 

Many of the other oilseed 
extracts don’t dissolve in acid 
solutions . said Margaret 
Harden, assistant professor in 
the department of food nutri¬ 
tion of Texas Tech University 
in Lubbock. 

In cakes, cookies and 
crackers, food manufacturers 
won’t substitute entirely cot¬ 
tonseed flour for wheat flour. 
It will probably replace '20 per 
cent of the wheat in many 
baked goods. 

The extra bit will make a 
big difference, Mi-s. Harden 
said. Wheat flour has 12 per 
cent protein content, whereas 
cottonseed flour has 65 per 
cent. 

“When we made wheat 
flour crackers and then added 
cottonseed flour, we found 
with just wheat the crackers 
were 9.1 per cent protein but 
with cottonseed flour added, 
protein was 40 per cent,” she 
said. 

Adding more cottonseed 
than 20 per cent is a problem 
in breads and cakes because 
the dough won't rise. 

On the whole, breads baked 
with the cottonseed flour are 
heavier, more compact, have 
a rougher texture and a color 
similar to whole wheat bread.

■Replacing the 10 to '20 per 
cent of wheat flour in bakery 
products with cottonseed flour 
often yields a protein content 
higher than meat. ” said 
Herzer. 

The cottonseed flour al.so 
can be used to boost 
processed meat’s protein, be 
added to gravy, to breakfast 
foods, sausage and hot dogs 
and is good for topping be¬ 
cause it can easily be 
whipped, said Wildia Martinez, 
head of protein products re- 
.search in the oilseed and food 
lab at USDA's New Orleans 
facility. 


There is a lot of cottonseed 
protein available. 

"When cotton growers pixv 
duce a bale of cotton per 
acre, they also are producing 
about 160 pounds of protein.” 
said Her/er. “This is about 
four times as much protein 
per acre as a cow and calf 
beef ranch that might produce 
a 500-pound calf on two acres. 

“Unit for unit, beef protein 
costs 10 cents compared to 
only half a cent for cottonseed 
flour. That is why we say cot¬ 
tonseed protein costs only a 
'20th as much as otlier pro¬ 
tein.” 


The latest pamphlet pub¬ 
lished by the department of 
recreation and conservation is 
a guide to gourmet eating 
with “cut the food costs” 
overtones. 

Released FYiday, the pam¬ 
phlet contains a guide ’' to 
"seashore treats,” where to 
find them, how to identify 
them, and how to cook them. 

It deals with seaweed, Ulva 
and Porphyra, Rhodymenia 
palmata and Nereocystis luet- 
keana, all available off the 
beaches of V«incovuer Island. 

The pampMet say^ you can 
have them raw, fried, 
cooked with soup, chewed like 
gum, eaten with fish and but¬ 
ter, as a relish with potatoes, 
or boiled with milk to which 
rye flour has been added. 

If you don’t like any of 
those suggestions you can 
chew Rhodymenia palmata, 
better known as dulse, like 
chewing gum. But there’s a 
warning: "According to some, 
chewing dulse is like eating 
peanuts; once started it is 
hard to stop.” 

And if seaweed isn’t your 
bag. there are the sea ur-

Soak the cut kelp in 
fresh water for three days, 
changing the water several 
times a day to remove the bii- 
ter tasting salts. 

Enclose the spices in a 
cheesecloth bag and place in 
simmering vinegar and sugar 
for five minutes.

Just a mile or two this side 
of Ponca, we turned east, 
back toward the river on a 
narrow dirt road that wound 
through some of the richest 
farmland in the whole Mis¬ 
souri Valley.

How times have changed! 
You get an inkling of how 
they’ve changed philatelically 
by thumbing through old auc¬ 
tion reports. 

The other -day 1 came 
across clippings of prices rea¬ 
lized in London auctions of 
late 1893 and early 1894, as 
reported in the Estates Ga¬ 
zette. 'Two of them are Worth 
quoting: 

"Messrs. Ventom, BuU'and 
Cboper, 35, Old Jewry, recent¬ 
ly (Nov. 25. 1893) held their 
^rd sale of postage stamps, 
and, judging by the prices 
realized, there must be some 
extremely rare stamps 
amongst those issued by our 
owTi country. A block, or 
sheet, of 70 of the imperforate 
penny stamps was sold for 
five guineas, and a three-half¬ 
pence' stamp on bluish paper 
for no le^ than a guinea. 

"That good things come out 


of Africa is evident, as a 
penny stamp of Mauritius, 
•slightly nicked at the top,’ 
can be ^ sold for 2 pounds; 
whilst North America can 
boast of a 2^id. stamp of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia wluch fetched 
no less than 17 pounds 10 shill¬ 
ings, and the Connell of New 
Brunswick for 12 poounds five 
shillings.” 

And this one dat^ January' 
1894; 

"As illustrations of the high 
figures which stamp collec¬ 
tors are prepared to pay, the 
following are a few of the 
prices realised at Messrs. 
Qicveley and Oo.’s 151b auc¬ 
tion: 

"Great l^tain 8d. brown, 
an unused strip of three, 16 
pounds; an unused block of 
*ix of the 2s. salmon, 18 
pounds; Tuscany, 3 lire yel¬ 
low—‘a matchless specimen, 
nothing equal to it has ever 
been offered at auction’—25 
poiHids 10 shillings; a 2 soldi 


on white, unused, extremfely 
rai-e, and a very fine speci¬ 
men, 14 pounds; a matchless 
specimen of the 4c. Vaud, 13 
pKHinds; British Ckiiana, cir¬ 
cular issue. 4c., one comer 
mended, ^ pounds; same 
issue 8c., green, on original 
envelope, 13 pounds; Canada, 
12d. black, a good, used speci¬ 
men, 23 pounds. New Bruns¬ 
wick, the C^nell stamp, orig¬ 
inal, perforated, unused, ini¬ 
tialled by J. C. PhUlLps, 20 
pounds 10 shillings ...” 

And so it goes—and so they 
went.

Goin^ through divorce? 


Turn to your best friend

LOS ANGELES — lYhen 
you feel the need of comfort 
while going through a divorce, 
turn to your best friend — 
yourself. 

"I literally teD people to 
stroke themselves, to love 
themselves and to hug them¬ 
selves,” says Fae Pannor, as 
she is envolped by her own 
arms. 

"Become your best friend. 
Improve your own rela¬ 
tionship with yourself and 
know yourself better.” 

The marriage, family and 
child counsellor cautions the 
newly separated or divorced 
person not to shut off painful 
feelings. 

"Don’t go from one thing to 
another trying to forget,” she 
says. "You onfly avoid your 
real feelings and don’t give 
yourself time for self-dis¬ 
covery. 

"Be willing to be alone and 
experience your feelings. Peo¬ 
ple will eat or drink or w’atch 
television dr do anything not 
to have to experience their 
own feelings.” 

She suggests looking around 
yourself for possibilities for 


growth and development. 
Learn about yourself and 
what you like and how you 
function as a single person. 

Fae Pannor says divorce is 
a great opportunity to spend 
time with yourself and look at 
how it happened. 

"I suspect most persons 
view divorce as some kind of 
failure, when in reality it 
probably was the best thing a 
person could have done at the 
time for himself,” says the 
counsellor. 

Divorce, she says, is the 
death of a relationship and a 
person should expect to feel 
some grief and mourn the loss 
of that relationship. 

Even if the relationship was 
a negative one for many 
years, it was an attachment. 

"When a human being 
severs an attachment or bond, 
there is no way to escape 
grieving and mourning,” says 
Fae. "Expect that you will 
feel sad.” 

She suggests joining a 
group where feelings are 
shared openly without having 
to hold anything back. The 
group, says the counsellor, 
should be <me where a person 


gets honest feedback from 
others and one that shows 
how to handle relationships. 

"Learn how you come 
across to others and how you 
relate,” says Fae. "Learning 
to improve your relationships 
with others needs time. 

"In a normal social setting, 
you don’t get honest and real 
feedback.” 

The counsellor says she con¬ 
siders her OUT! separation and 
subsequent divorce a huge 
growth step. 

"I really found myself. I 
know that sounds so trite,” 
she saj-s apologetically, "but 


I've discarded the old sex-role 
stereotypes and feel better 
than ever before." 

She says she feels more 
vital than she did during her 
20-year marriage. 

Fae Pannor was a school¬ 
teacher when she went to the 
American Institute of Family 
Relations in nearby Redondo 
Beach for help with her owm 
marriage. She became so in¬ 
terested in cotmsellir^ that 
she w’ent back to school to 
.train for a career in the field. 
She also contimies to teach in 
the Los Angeles (Community 
Adult Scliools.

SACHS HARBOUR. N.W.T 
(CP) For oilmen working 
rigs in the Airtic. it will bo 
business as usual this Christ¬ 
mas. 

With no holidays, .sfiecial 
gifts or liquor, the only thing 
likely to break the monotony 
of the Arctic Islands winter 
will be a turkey dinner, per¬ 
haps a Chi'islmas tree and. in 
the case of at least one com¬ 
pany. telephone com¬ 
munication with families in 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

The cooks and kitchen 
crews of the seven drilling 
camps scattered throughout 
I the High Arctic will work 
extra hours on the turkey din¬ 
ner. 

The turkey, a Christmas 
I tree flown in from Calgary or 
PJdmonton no ti'ccs grow- on 
the islands and a few dero- 
' rations are the only things 
that make Christmas different 
: fi-om any other working day. 

“The men are away fi-om 
1 their families and home and 


they don’t expect anything 
special, except maybe their 
turkey dinner.” says Jack 
Quick of Drillarctic, which 
operates a rig on Victoria Is¬ 
land, 1,000 miles north of hkl- 
monton. for Murphy Oil Co. 

There arc about 30 men at 
the Drillarctic camp, each 
working 12-hour shifts seven 
days a week. Fortunately, the 
crew changes that take place 
every week ensure that only 
one of the camp’s three crews 
will spend both Christmas and 
New Year’s Eve in the frozen 
North. 

At the Brinkerhoff camp 
working for Elf Oil on Banks 
Island, 1,200 miles northwest 
of Edmonton, it is more of the 
same a lot of work and a 
big Christmas dinner. 

In accordance with strict 
ramp rules, common through- 
fHJt the North, liquor is forbid¬ 
den in camp. Even a slightly

Bait eggs best for novice steelheader 


i There are inai\y lures diat 
will take steettwad, but the 
ones most used on Vancouver 
Island are Spin ’n' Gloe and 
salmon or steelhead eggs. 

If you haven’t already 
cured your eggs from the fall 
salmon you will have to beg. 
borrow, steal, even buy some. 
Otherwise you will have to 
fish with lures until you catch 
a doc steelhead with fresh 
eggs. 

A good steelheader will 
catch lust as many fish widi 
Spin 'n’ Glos, Gooey Bobs, or 
other lures. But the less ex¬ 
pert angler has a better 
chance of getting a fish with 
bait eggs. 

I don’t subscribe to the 
clamor by some to ban eggs 
as bait for the very reason 
that it would only cut out the 
fun for the novices. The ex¬ 
perts who take the most fish 
would still catch just as many 
on lures. 

If I onsen ation is necessai^ 
I would plump for reduced

season limits, and on some 
rivers reduced daily limits.

Once you catch that first 
doe steelhead with fresh eggs 
you are on your way to some 
good steclheading. 

Fresh eggs are deadly, bul 
they are hard to keep on a 
hook. 

1 have described how to 
cure eggs several times be¬ 
fore, but here is a slightly dif¬ 
ferent method which was de¬ 
scribed in a recent issue of 
Salmon Trout Steelheader. 
TTiis recipe uses sugar, as 
well as the salt and borax in 
my recipe. 

PXrst, cut the fresh string of 
roe into bait-size clusters, 
about the size of strawberries. 
Scissors are very efficient for 
this operation. 

Spread the bait-<ized 
chunks on a piece of i^oth, 
newspaper, or cutting board. 

Sprinkle tlie gobs liberally 
with common table salt and 
then with ordinary white 
sugar. 

Use a hotcake tumcr or 
spatula; turn the egg clusters 
over. 

Apply the same amount of 
salt and sugar on the other 
side. The e.xact amount of salt 
and sugar docs not seem to 
be critical. Just be sure t> 
use sufficient to w’ell whiten 
each side of the roe w hen Rrsi 
f y lied. 

Ne.xt sprinkle a one-half 
inch layer of bora.x (the kind 
you get from a drug store, not 
the soap you buy in super 
markets! in an ordinary rnilk 
carton, or any other contain¬ 
er. We' find the small marga¬ 
rine containers are ideal for 
packin along a river and 
c-arry about enough for a 
I day’s fishing.

much more readily than fresh 
eggs and are nearly as pro¬ 
ductive. 

There arc a number of 
ways to keep the eggs on the 
hook, including bagging them 
in silk. stocking cases or 
cheesecloth. 

But, we find the egg hook, 
which holds them tight 
against the back of the shank 
of the hook is simple and as 
good as any. 

To tie this knot make a loop 
at the hook by slipping the 


nylon leader through the eye. 
along the shank and looping it 
back, twisting it around the 
shank five to 10 times and 
then shoving the leader back 
through the loop and pulling 
tight so you have a knot at 
the cur\'e of the shank. 

To place your bait simply 
push out the line to make a 
loop, insert the gob of roe 
against the shank and let the 
line pull tight against it. 

If you tie a short (about an 
inch) piece of fluorescent red 
oi- orange nylon yam around 
the line, at the loop just below 
the eye of ttie hiM>k. it will 
ser\e as an attrai ior if you 
lose your bait, and it will also 
help you pull the loop ouf 
vxben you want to re-bait the 
hook. 

A 2-0 single hook is about 
right for steelhead. 

There are two distinct 
methods of steelheading prac¬ 
tised on Vancouver Island. 

South of Nanaimo most 
steelheaders use aiT 8’* to 
9’r-toot spinning rod, spinning 
i-eel. anl bob their lures or 
bait along the bottom. 



North of Nanaimo most 
steelheaders use a lO-foot or 
longer rod of the strip-casting 
type, a Silex reel, and drift 
the runs and fish the pockets 
with a float, with the lure set 
below the float at just the 
right distance to bob it along 
the bottom. 

Weights for spinning should 
be about a foot from the hook 
and may be the easy-to-use 
rubber core weights, a series 
of spht leads, or pencil lead 
held into the line by surgical 
tubing, either sbpped along 
the line or attached by a 
three-way $wivel. 

There are a number of 
weight hookups, usually de¬ 
signed so you can hang up on 
bottom and get free by losing 
only the weight. 

Amount of weight used de¬ 
pends on the depth of water 
and speed of the water. It 
must be just enough t* ket*p

the bottom in the current. 

When using a float or bob¬ 
ber spread the weights out for 
a foot or two every three 
inches. 

If you dtjn’t bounce those 
weights and lure' along the 
bottom you aren’t very likely 
to hook into one of those fight- . 
ing iroivheads. 

’The first thing >-ou have to , 
learn to recognize is the dif¬ 
ference between being hung 
up on boirtbm and being hook¬ 
ed into a steelhead. A steel, 
head takes timidly at first 
almost sucks in the lure or 


bait and is readj’ to spit it 
out on the find suspicion it 
is phoney. You have to strike 
the fish quickly to set tit* 
hook . and that is the trick. 

When the steelhead is 
hooked, all hell breaks loose. 
There are no doubts about 
bottom then.

First, you are apt tp explore 
the island, which takes all of 
30 minutes. 

There is a wirafward side, 
with a gale that never sub¬ 
sides. where the sea crashes 
I onto a jagged coral strand. 

! There is a lee side, with the 
islet’s own quiet lagoon, and a 
cluster of native shacks back 
in the palms. 

W you are a sheD collector, 
you can pick your way care¬ 
fully along the conch-and- 
coral-strewn shore of the 
windward side, in and out ot 
sun-bleached coral boulders, 
looking for, and gathering 
bleeding tooth, bubble and 
cowrie shells. Brokm Ueach- 
ed conch shells are so num¬ 
erous that you ignore them. 

You can wander through the 
debris-littered palm grove, 
where land crabs, hermits all, 
scuttle in all directions from 
your footfall, (kagging their 
convoluted borrowed home.s 
and leaving exotic trails in 
the yielding sand. 

Your hut, on stilts, is on the 
shore of the windward side. 
Here you can lie in your nylon 
hammock on your rough 
wooden porch in the full teeth 
of the gale, intensely aware of 
all the wiki beauty around 
you.

You watch the never-ending 
parade of white-capped bil¬ 
lows pouring in between your 


island and the next. You lis- 
ten to the palm fronds lashing 
your roof with the sound of 


scuttling rats. You smell the 
sea spume that waters your 
eyes and coats your mirror 
inside your shuttered cabin 
with a fine salt film. 

Or you can wander down to 
the lee side of the island, into 
the welcoming calm. You can 
chkt about Belize politics with 
Oswald Leslie. He is a kind, 
knowledgeable native fisher¬ 
man, who waits out the rough 
weather beside his palm-shad¬ 
ed shack by salting his caught 
fish and stacking them like 
cord wood. 

Leslie has put each of his 
seven children through col¬ 
lege. He gets as much as 120 
for each "green’' turtle he 
catches. _ 

Out in Leslie’s boat at 
night, you watch by torchlight 
as he snags the turtles with a 
net from the underwater cave 
where they gather to sleep. 
Bringing a protesting turtle 
up into a dory is rough and 
back breaking business. 

Leslie keeps his turtles 
swimming in a staked pen off¬ 
shore. until he is realy to 
heave them into his boat 
again bound for Stann Creek 
on the mainland, a misty line 
of mountains on the western 
horizon. 


Or, you can "float the 
flats.” This means swimming 
or idling in three to five feet 
of transparent water pouring 
in from, the open sea around 
the southern edge of the is¬ 
land. 

This wafer quiets as it 
spreads out to be further sun- 
warmed on a shallow shelf of 
firm white sand. You wade in, 
displacing a school of about 
2,000 young bonefish who 
favor that particular flat as 
their nursery, safe from their 
predators in the deeper la¬ 
goon. 

This natural basin is 
hemmed by emerald sca- 
grass, and you must avoid 


beds of ‘‘sea eggs” or purple- 
black spiny urchins, on the 
bottom. 

How blissful to lie suspend- 
c?d above the hard white sand, 
letting the clean, warm, sea¬ 
water pour in from the open 
ocean over your shoulders.

One of Europe’s most in- 
I trigUing treasures lies buried 
within a 30-minute drive of 
Bucharest. Romania’s capital 
city. It is unlikely that you 
w^ hear about it in Romania, 
though. Frivolous pursuits 
such as searching for sunken 
treasures are not encouraged 
by the regime. 

Nevertheless, valuables re¬ 
vered by three generations of 
the royal Ckacula family and 
their noblemen await discov¬ 
ery under the placid waters of 
lovely Lake Snagov. 

Their story begins in the 
13th century when Prince 
Mircca the Old. grandfather to 
the illustrious Ekacula the Im- 
paler, built a monastery on 
Lake Simgov Island as a repo¬ 
sitory for the kingdom’s trea¬ 
sures. 

Because of the renrrote loca¬ 
tion of the lake in the heart of 
heavily wooded Blaste Forest 
and the inaccessibility of the 
island to invading land force.s, 
the repository remained se¬ 
cure for three generations. 

Then, in 1462, under the 
reign of Dracula the Impaler. 
a Turkish spy heard rumors 
of the wealth stashed in the 
Snagov monastery. 

^ It didn’t take long for tire 
Aultan’s army to construct 
rafts from trees in the forest 
and set forth upon the waters 
of the lake. 

Unfortunately for Dracula. 
hp had misjudged the security 
of the island and had left the 
TTTonaslery unfortified. Fear¬ 
ing for their lives as they 
watched the Turks manoeuver- 
ing their ckimsy rafts across 
the water, the monks deter¬ 
mined that Dracula’s treasure 


would be safer undeiwater 
than in the hands of the 
enemy. 

They disposed of it close to 
shore in a deep part of the 
lake, out of sight of the ap¬ 
proaching army. 

The treasure has never 
been found. During an era 
when a rich aristocracy might 
have indulged in treasiu^ 
hunting. convenient-diving 
equipment had not been in¬ 
vented. Today, scuba diving 
as recreation is unheard of in 
Romania. 

In their frantic search for 
riches, die Turks partially de¬ 
stroyed the beautiful old 
monastery. A few years later 
a violent storm furthered the 
job. It blew the church from 
Its foundation, along with the 


bell tower, into the lake,- 
where lay the treasure. 

The only reli<\je.\lent of the 
original monastery is a mag¬ 
nificently carved oak door 
from the church that floated 
across the lake to an opposite 
served by the nuns attached 
to the Caldarusani nunnery 
there, it now is among the ex¬ 
hibits of the Bucharest Art 
Museum. 

The little church on the is¬ 
land today was restored from 
ruins of a second Snagov Is¬ 
land monastery complex built 
in 1517, a dme when Snagov 
was recognized as a great cul¬ 
tural centre. It was here that 
the famed 17th century schol¬ 
ar Antem Ivireanu printed his 


books and where Romania’s 
most noted icon artists creat¬ 
ed their masterpieces. 

Then, in the mid-1800’s. this 
complex, too, was devastated 
by a storm. After pillagers 
took over, carting away 
bricks, stones, stained-glass 
windows, icons, books, and 
even tombs and inscriptions, 
nothing was left to commemo¬ 
rate Dracula on Snagov Is¬ 
land. 

A civic battle to presene 
SnELgov as a historical monu¬ 
ment began to succeed after 
Bram Stocker’s 19th-century 
novel about a vampire named 
Dracula was acclaimed in 
London. Suddenly a long-for¬ 
gotten Romania ruler of the 
same name was brought to 
light.

Morning at Kaanapali: .At 
the beach boy house, the 
tMx>nze Hawaiian boy is 
seriously studying the little 
book they sell to tourists: 
"How To Speak Hawaiian.” 

(Only a handful of people on 
remote Niihau speak Hawai¬ 
ian. Hawaii’s lEinguage is En¬ 
glish with a good deal of pid¬ 
gin thrown in. “Too much 
.Moha” — good-by forever.) 

The orange floats and raft 
offshore are spots of golden 
color on a blue water plate. 

They hold up a shark net 
which I suppose should be 
reassuring. 

(Actually, I find it some¬ 
thing like when the air ste¬ 
wardess demonstrates the life 
Jacket, And the loud-speaker 
tries to make a water landing 
sound like a summer cruise.) 

Morning on the island of 
Maui: The sea is as blue as a 
Chinaman’s pants. 

Behind the beach rtses the 
great chimk of black lava 
rock and the balconies of 
Sheraton-Maui, first big hotel 
chain to build on Maui. (Then 
they added more and more 
hotels. Luxury hotel row' goes 
on now, bumper to bumper, 
for a couple and a half miles.) 

Music pours like coconut 
.'jyrup from the speakers: "I 
w'ant to go back to my fish 
and poi . . .” 

A few miles down the road 
is the old town of Lahaina, 
once the whaler’s delight. 'The 
whalers did not come here to 
hunt whales. They came here 
to pixTvision and make merry. 

The New England mi.s- 
sionaries had sacked up all 
the local talent in Mother 
Hubbards — later to become 
known as muumuus and pro¬ 
vide today’s rich fashion busi¬ 
ness to Waikiki. 

As a subhtitute. they con¬ 
structed a Seamen’s Chapel 
and Reading Room. 

The mission reported: "The 
reading rooms, especially the 
rooms for masters and of¬ 
ficers, far exceed our most 
sanguine expectations. We are 
confident that no step taken 


by the mission at Lahaina in 
rcleation to seamen has met 
with such cordial approbation 
on their part and promises 
such favorable results.” 

The Missiwi also convinced 
King Kamehameha IH that 
seamen should not mix with 
the sacked up island girls. 
(They should go to the read¬ 
ing room and read.) 

The law was obligingly 
passed. SeEunen were ordered 
to return to ship at sundown. 
And island girls were forbid¬ 
den to swim out to them. 

This caused a great deal of 
gloom on the whaler John 
Palmer. (Apparently the cap¬ 
tain didn’t care for the mis¬ 
sion library.) 

They unlimbered the can¬ 
non and fired a few rounds - 
most of them aimed at the 
mission house where the 
Bingham and Richards fami¬ 
lies knelt in the cellar and 
prayed for delivery from 
wickedness. 

Nowadays, the mission 
houses and other landmarks 
are fairly well preserved. 


Dentist fined

I 
bear no resemblance to a 
shrimp and therefore do not 
look tasty to a humpback 
whale.

Garden notes 



INI'^ENTED HOLLY (B^IcR., 
Victoria) 

Those serpentine markings 
on the leaves of your holly 
tree are due to the Holly Leaf 
Miner, one of the more com¬ 
mon holly pests. 

The small Uack flies appear 
usually around the end of 
May, breed and the females 
inject their eggs into the flesh 
of the hoUy leaves. 

Tliese eggs hatch into tiny 
maggots which eat their way 
through the soft tissues be¬ 
tween die upper and lower 
surfaces of the leaf, thereby 
creating, first, a crazy, mean¬ 
dering path, followed by a 
large brown blister. 

On a small h(^ tree, about 
the most simple control is to 
pick off and bum the infested 
leaves PROMPTLY, as soon 
as noticed. 

A good preventive mea¬ 
sure is to spray the leaves 
and branches after blossom¬ 
ing is finished with Cygon 
2-E, 2 teaspoonfuls per gallon 
of slightly soapy water.

Naaaiino) 

The twig you sent roe is 
from Jasminum nudiflorum, 
a deciduous shrub usually 
trainee to grow flat against a 
sunny wall, and with an ul¬ 
timate height of about 12 feet. 

This winter-flowering jas¬ 
mine blooms on leafless 
branches from December to 
March, then quits flowering 
and leafs cut. Unlike the 
white-flower^ summer jas¬ 
mine, the yellow winter blos¬ 
soms have no fragrance. 

Prune winter jasmine in 
late winter as soon as bloom¬ 
ing is over. Only the shoots 
which have borne blossoms 
are cut, the strongest by 
about half their length and 
the thinner, weaker ones cut 
back to within an inch of the 
parent wood.

PAMPAS GRASS (R.<l., Cor¬ 
dova Bay) 

Cortaderia argentea is a 
South American plant, actual¬ 
ly a giant grass, perfectly 
hardy here and valued for its 


showy, feathery plumes, often 
as much as 10 feet tall and 
borne onlp on the female 
plants. 

As you suggest, a well- 
matched pair one each side 
of your front steps, would im¬ 
part an exc‘tic, somewhat tro¬ 
pical appearance to your 
ranch-style bungalow. 

'The best time to buy and 
plant Pampas Grass in late 
April and it prefers a rather 
sandy kwuTi soil with a little 
mell^ old rotted manure 
mixed in. 

Set your plants in the 
ground far enough away from 
the fremt walk so passers-by 
won’t come in ‘ contact with 
the wicked, saw-tooth edges of 
the leaves, which can rip 
stockings and inflict nasty 
wounds.

MASTERY PLANT (L. O’N.. 
VIrtoria) 

The pretty plant you bought 
at the siH)ermarket is‘called 
Fittonia verschaffeltii, named 
in honor of Elizabeth and 
Sarah Fitton who wrote popu¬ 


lar books on botany back in 
the 1890s. 

Verschaffelt was a Belgian 
authority on camellias, and I 
haven’t the foggiest idea how 
his name' came to be assoc¬ 
iated with this tropical plant 
from South America. 

To the best of my knowl¬ 
edge, Fittonia has no general¬ 
ly accepted English nick¬ 
name, although some folks 
call it the Nerve Plant be¬ 
cause of the prominent vein 
pattern in the leaves. Suggest¬ 
ing a network of nerves. 

This is a bit confusing, for 
its cousin, the yeUow-flowered 
Apheladra. is also called 
Nerve Plant because of the 
prominent white veins in its 
leaves. Tliis one. too, is often 
sold in supermaiicets. 

Fittonia needs plenty of 
daylight but little or no hot 
sunstdne; an east or a north 
window should suit it in sum¬ 
mer, south or west during the 
dull days of winter. Always 
allow the soil sm^ace to be¬ 
come dry to the touch before 
giving more water.

CHEMAINUS — The Che-. 
mainus-Crofton and District 
Chamber of Commerce has 
written Highways Minister 
Graham Lea protesting the 
hazardous driving conditions 
on the Island Highway. 

Peggy Cavanaugh, secre¬ 
tary-treasurer of the chamber 
wrote the letter to Lea after 
strong protest by the 
members was voiced at a re¬ 
cent general meeting. 

She told the minister that 
the chamber’s main concern 
is the visibility of the centre 
lines on the road. 

“On a dark wet night these 
lines cannot be seen at all, 
especially when traffic is ap¬ 
proaching,” the letter said. 

“This condition on the al¬ 
ready dangerous highway is 
becoming worse with the in¬ 
crease in traffic.” 

'The Chemainus-Crofton and 
District Chamber of Com¬ 
merce w'ould like something 
done about these lines. In its 
letter, it suggested the possi¬ 
ble adding of reflectors or an¬ 
other paint that would be 
more visible. 

The chamber also feels that 
a line should be painted along 
the outer edge of the pave¬ 
ment. particularly where the 
highway has only two lanes. 

“Speed may be a great fac¬ 
tor in the number of accidents 
on this highway, but the poor 
visibility of these lines partic¬ 
ularly on wet nights must 
greatly add to it,” said the 
letter. 

'The chamber has also re¬ 
ceived support from the mu¬ 
nicipality of North Cbwichan.

On the bottom 
edge are lead weights, keep¬ 
ing the net upright in tiiie 
water to snare fish passing 
by. 

Mrs. Olney stumbled onto a 
hobby she really enjoyed, 
something which also helped 
her while aw'ay the long, quiet 
hours in the remote camp. 

As she whittled the soft 
wood, she gradually reached 
a stage where she was able to 
transform the floats into 
strong-featured Indian faces. 

”I found it so relaxing I just 
kept on doing it,’ said Mrs. 
Olney. a native of Saskatche¬ 
wan who came to B.C. after a 
Second World War career in 
the air force. 

She works with an ordinary 
c< I’ving knife, and it njrmaUy 
takes her about three hours to 
finish one face.

SPRINGFIELD. Dl. (UPI) — May AiHler- 
son, you can stop >\-aiting. We found tiic let¬ 
ter. 

It was yellowed and brittle, but the utwds 
were clear: 

“The yoiHig iady at the boarding house wr 
arc staying at wishes me to say that if the 
man who finds this is not a married man, to 
look her up for she is not going to get 
married until the ball is taken down. Her 
name is May Anderson. 215 Capital Avenue. 
Springfield.” 

If Miss Anderson is still alive. it*s been a 
long wait. The letter was dated Oct. 24. 1906. 

W’orkmen tearing down the flagpole on^the 
top of the sJtatehouse dome this week reco¬ 
vered the letter along with other papers 
sealed ih a black metal box stashed inside a 
large copper ball at the base of the pole. 

The letter was signed by JuHus Bom. 971 
Homan Avenue. Chicago, who identified him¬ 
self as one of five workers who put the pole 
in place 68 years ago. He added the p 9 st- 
script: “Finder, please look me up and see if 
I am still alive.” 

None of the 30 Benns listed in the Chicago 
telephone directory recalls the nou-im- 
morialized steeplejack. And if Miss Anderson

stayed in Springfield all herSife. she ap¬ 
parently kept her vow. Tlierc is no record of 
her marriage in Sangamon County. 

Along with the letter were several yel¬ 
lowed newspapers and other papers that pro¬ 
vide a glimpse of life in the early 20th cen¬ 
tury. 

If Miss Anderson found 1906 a bad year 
for husband hunting, she must have found it 
a good year for shopping. 

Ads in the Oct. 18, 1906, issue of the Illi¬ 
nois State Register showed a dollar could buy 
22. pounds of sugar or five pounds of coffee. 
Butter sold for 20 cents a pound. Eggs were 
23 cents a dozen. 

Employment apparently was a problem 
back then, too, but in a different way. In a 
partially illegible letter, Born's St. Louis em¬ 
ployer afwlogized to the crew that be could 
not find more workers to send to Springfield. 
“The current market situation nrrakes it dif¬ 
ficult for us to send you nwre help.” he said. 

The soldered shoebox-size container and 
its contents were apparently disturbed once 
before by workers who resealed it after 
scribbling on an envelope: "Two sheet metal 
workers found this box Aug. 7. 1923, but 
failed to find any booze in it."

Friday for Mrs. Anrvy Petrie 
who died Wednesday in her 
100th year.

‘Top people’ keep cool

Police, warned by a tele¬ 
phone call, hustled customei-s 
out of the store just before ^thc 
bomb went off. A spokesman 
at Scotland Yard said there 
were no injuries apart from a 
few cuts from flying glass. 

The attack came on the eve 


of a Christmas truce pro¬ 
mised by the Irish Republican 
Army, outlawed in Britain 
last month after a series of 
bomb attacks in London and 
other British cities. 

The IR.\ has pledged an 
ll-day halt to its urban euer- 
rilla activities in Northern 
Ireland as well as on the Brit¬ 
ish mainland beginning at 
midnight Sunday. 

Saturday’s attack on Har¬ 
rods was the second within 
hours at a leading London 
store. A large bomb went off 


Thursday night 'outside Scl- 
fridges of Oxford Street. 

Despite a series of earlier 
attacks in London during the 
week, the city’s West End 
area was crammed with 
Christmas shoppers. 

The bomb, which went off 
among rolls of wallpaper on 
tiv first floor of the store, 
shook buildings all around the 
district. 

“There was no panic,” said 
one customer, Peter Thomas. 
“They evacuated in the way

Brezhnev in 
parliiular. have long .sought 
pjrefcrential treatment in 
trade with die U.S. But the 
U.S. congress last week 
moved closer to piassing a 
iraoe bill which demands, in 
return, a more liberal Soviet 
attitude toward emigration. 
es|jecially of Jews. 

The Soviet Union reacted in 
pjublic ouu’age. 

The text ol a secret letter, 
written several weeks ago to 
t.'.S. Slate Secretary Henry 
Ki.ssinger, was piuhlished by 
the official Soviet news 
agency. Tass. Interference in 
Ftussia’s internal affairs, it 
said, is totally unacceptably.

ICBC dispute 


A compromise with the go¬ 
vernment-owned Insurance 
Corp. of B.C. may be Greater 
Victoria btxly shops’ Ohrist- 
jiias present to the region’s 
motorists. 

About hall of V^icloha’s 
body shop owners said Friday 
they favored a conrH)romise 
which might spell the end of 
the 12 surcharge which area 
motorists have been paying 
for repairs to their dented 
fenefers and crumpled rear 
ends. 

The pro|X)sa I—passed by 
the Vancouver branch of the 
Automobile Retailers’ Associ¬ 
ation Thursday -calls for 
<body shojK to accept ICBC’s 
offer of $15.50 an hour for 
repair work, but to agree to 
accept the new rate for only 
three months, not the six the 
insurance corporation has 
proposed. 


The 38 Victoria area 
members of the ARA body 
shop group will vote on the 
proposal Monday. 

The association is split right 
down the middle on this, a 
s|K>kesman for one of Vic¬ 
toria's smaller shops said Fri¬ 
day. 

“About half are in favor of 
accepting the ICBC offer and 
the other half are opposed,” a 
spokesman for another shop 
said. * 

“I lhinl?‘*TTiost companies 
feel the offer is almost 
enough, but we are concerned 
about the future of the associ¬ 
ation if we give in now.” 

The vote Monday will call 
on ARA members to deciote 
whether to work for a basic 
rate of $15.50 an hour (the 
present rate is $14) starting 
Jan. 1. eliminatir^ their sur¬ 
charge. 

The agreement would last 


until April 1, when a higher 
rate would be requested to 
cover higher wage rates ex¬ 
pected to be paid to mechan¬ 
ics under new contracts yet to 
be negotiated. 


A meeting of 29 of Vic¬ 
toria’s body shop owners ear¬ 
lier this month voted 25-4 to 
reject the contract offered by 
K^iiC. 

The compromise suggested 
by Vancouver seems to have 
persuaded some of them to 
have second thoughts. 

Spokesmen for ICBC said 
they wxxild have no comment 
bn the compromise proposal 
until after the vote Monday.

Aid. Alice Chiko of Port Al- 
bemi made the statement at 
last week’s meeting of the Al- 
bemi-Clayoquot Regional Dis¬ 
trict’s board of directors.’ 

“We had a great deal of dif¬ 
ficulty getting the province to 
sign the Mount Arrowsmith 
land lease although Mac¬ 
Millan Bloedel was giving us 
the land and we already had a 
road in to it,” she said. 

The board has asked the 
province at Mrs. Chiko’s urg¬ 
ing, for a copy of the study 
done on the L^out Mountain 
area west of Ladysmith. 

“When you thihk of the cost 
of the study compared to our 
$15,(K)0 grant for snow remo¬ 
val on the Mount Arrowsmith 
road, our grant doesn’t seem 
like much,” she said. 

No one at the meeting was 
able to supply the cost of the 
study, however. 

Reports show that the Look¬ 
out Mountain development is 
not planned to accomodate 
“serious” skiers, Mrs. Chiko 
said.

Spray termed safe 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Procter and Gamble Co. has 
presented a U.S. federal safe¬ 
ty panel with new evidence 
v^ich the firm said demon¬ 
strates ahtiperspirants with 
zirconium do not cause 
human lung lesions. 

Procter and GamWe said 
the new test data, reviewed 
by independent scientific and 
medical consultants, proves 
that zirconium is safe “even 
when tested in greatly-exag¬ 


gerated amounts versus nor¬ 
mal human exposure.” 

"The ingredient was shown 
to be stable, nonallergenic 
•and nontoxic,” a spokesman 
said. 

Last month the panel of out¬ 
side scientists and physicians 
took the unusual step of issu¬ 
ing an interim report saying 
that zirconium should not be 
used in underarm sprays until 
its safety was assur^.

Confusion is the only tangi¬ 
ble result so tar of the federal 
government’s new home own¬ 
ership assistance (vogram, 
announced Thursday by 
Urban Attain Minister Bar¬ 
nett Danson. 

A Ontral Mortgage and 
Housing official in Victoria 
said Friday his office had not 
yet received any instructions 
or clarifications from Ottawa. 

All he knew was what be 
read in the newspai^r and 
that wasn’t very detailed, he 
said. 

A real estate official also 
stressed that “we don’t know 
anything’’ at the moment 
about the new measures, but 
he added that from what he 
read in the paper, there was 
probably very little in it “for 
anyone with a moderate in¬ 
come trying to buy a bouse.” 

Afeto subsidies 

Eiw'in Zicker, manager of 
Block Brothers Realty, told 
the Colonist the new subsidies 
would still apply to first-home 
buyers only. 

Rent subsidies, he guessed, 
would be applied against first 
mortgages of up to about 
$36,000 in Vlctbria. Since vir^ 
tually no new houses were 
available under $50,000, and 
the (xovincial^ second mort¬ 
gage was set at a maximum 
of $5,000. home buyers would 
still have to come up with a 
downpayment of $9,000, 
Zicker said. 

Don’t have $9,000 

“And people who need 
mortgage subsidies haven’t 
got $9,000,” he added. 

“The whole thing lotrfts like 
a failure to me, but, of 
course, we’ll have to wait 
until we get all the details,” 
Zicker said. 

A spokesman for the CMHC 
office in Victoria would only 
say that it was too early to 
make any predictions about 
the effect of the new subsidy 
program. 

Private mortgages 

The measures extend the 
Assisted Home Owners Pro¬ 
gram to make federal sub¬ 
sidies available to new-home 
buyers who obtain financing 
through private mortgage 
loans. 

At present, the prpgram is 
available only directly 
through the Ontral Mortgage 
and Housing Corp. 

Maximum income to qualify 
for assistance increases by 
$300 for each child and starts 
at $18,914 in Vancouver. (Vic¬ 
toria figures were not avail¬ 
able). 

Ma.ximum mortgage loans 
available under the plan, cov¬ 
ering 95 per cent of the total 
• cost, are limited to $38,525 in 
Vancouver, plus $750 for each 
chUd. 

Figures tentative 

Mortgage payment sub¬ 
sidies will apparently be paid 
by the federal government up 
to $50 a month, but the (TMHC 
spokesman said these figures 
are still tentative. 

Under the old program, he 
said, more than $16 million 
' was paid to home purchasers 
during the last 12 months on 
Vancouver Island alone. 

But he ad^ed that the funds 
are now used up and no n^ 
money will be available until 
the proposed measures are 
approved by the (jommais.

Rain floods Victoria area 


ToiTenlial rains flooded roads and basements, 
backed up storm drains and burst pipes thitHighout 
Greater Victoria in one of the year’s woret down¬ 
pours Friday. 

At 11 p.m. Friday, the weather office reported 
II:; inche.s of rain had drenched Victoria during the 
soggy piweding 12 hours. 

The most spectacular flooding was in Colwood 
whei-e a foot-high wall of water poured down Gold- 
stream Road. Ctolwood RCMP detachment was 
swamped by calls from homfied motori.sts who had 
hit the sudden body of water in the 1100 block 


Goldsti-eam, and from homeownei-s with flooded 
basements. 

More than 100 calls rained into the Oak Bay 
police station in two hours. In Saanich, police took 
more than 200 calls between 7 and 10 p.m. The 
complaints — flooded basements, blocked sewers, 
and ixjads three inches deep in water. 

Esquimau police imported bui-sting stoim drains 
and just plain flooding. 

Few up-lsland communities experienced rain¬ 
fall as heavy as in Victoria, but IXincan had a few 
calls about rising water in creeks and streams. 

The deluge began to taper off at 10 p.m. 


'There is little chance a 
strike which closed Montreal 
International Airport Wednes¬ 
day, and which has s'mee 
spread to six other eastern 
(ianada airports, will affect 
Victoria International Airport, 
Tom Dalzell said Friday. 

Dalzell, Vancouver Island 
business representative for 
the Public Service Alliance of 
Canada, said he had visited 
Victoria airport earlier and 
“found the situation pretty 
calm.” 

His reassurances came in 
the third day of a wildcat 
strike by snow removal crews 
at Montreal, a strike which 
spread Friday to six other 
airports.. 

Members of the general 
labor and trades group of the 
PSAC walked off the job at 
airports in St. Hubert. Mont 
Joli and S«pt Res. Quebec, 
Whitehorse. Yukon, Ottawa 
and the Montreal STOL port. 

All the airports are operat¬ 
ing normally, despite the ille¬ 
gal strikes, a fe^ral trans¬ 
port ministry spokesman said. 

The Montreid workers said 
they would not return to their 
jobs until Sunday at the earli¬ 
est. 

The strikers in the eastern 
city had called for walkouts 
by their counterparts at air^ 
ports across Canada. 

The 120 workers at Ottawa 
airport responded with a 
w'alkout at noon Friday, to be 
followed by workers at five 
other eastern airports. 

Operations at all other Ca¬ 
nadian airports remained un¬ 
disturbed, a ministry spokes¬ 
man told reporters. 

The 275 Montreal strikers 
managed to shut down the 
airport following a major 
snow'storm Wednesday, but 
warmer temperatures 'Thurs¬ 
day and Friday cleared the 
runways of ice and allowed 
operations to resume. 

A Montreal airport spokes¬ 
man said most airlines were 
operating on schedule, but Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific Airlines. Brit¬ 
ish Airways, KLM, Lufthansa 
and Sabena were diverting 
their Montreal flights to ei¬ 
ther Ottawa or Toronto. 

CP Air said Friday it was 
refusing to fly in or out of 
.Montreal because its pilots 
have determined runway con¬ 
ditions there “arc less than 
acceptable.” 

The airline usually operates 
about 15 flights a day through 
Montreal. 


Two walking ambassadors 
take to canoe for long hike 


“Everyone we talk to, e.xcept Jim, tries to 
talk us out of it and he has his doubts.” one 
of the strapping young backpackers said. 

Jim is Jim Thompson, a Victorian who 
loiined the pair a canoe which they will pad¬ 
dle 300 miles, from Victoria through the San 
Juan Islands and on to Olympia, as part of 
their 10 year around-lhe-world hike. 

Thursday they paddled the canjc from 
Tsawwassen to Swartz Bay. The most dif¬ 
ficult part of that crossing was convincing 
the crew’s of a B.C. ferry and the Canadian 
Coast Guaixl cutter Racer not to rescue them. 
David Rogan said Friday. 

R(^an. 24. and Phil Hamilton. 21, call 
themselves walking ambassadors for Friends 


of the Earth, an environment organization 
based in San Francisco and affiliated with 
the Sierra Club. 

If pressed, they will claim San Diego as 
their home base, but they prefer to be known 
simply as residents of the world. 

The purpose of their trek is to “promote 
environmental awareness,” Rogan said. 

They have been travelling six months, 
covering 2.650 land miles and about 175 miles 
by canoe. They started in Ancliorage, Alaska, 
on June 20 and ho|>e to be in Me.xico by June, 
1975. 

While they walk, they are writing a book 
to be published ne.xl year. Its title will l)c 
something like Have Vibrams and Back¬ 
packs, Will Travel. Hamilton said. 



“Tbe airline declines to

thoroughly examined the run¬ 
way situation and they’re sa¬ 
tisfied ffie airport is opera¬ 
tional.” 

Air Onada would, under no 
circumstances, operate if it 
were not safe, he added, and 
neither would other airlines. 

Eastern and Delta, the 
major United States airlines 
operating out of Montreal, 
were both flyii\g Friday. 

Vtliile there was some con¬ 
fusion Friday about whether 
Montreal Intemationars run¬ 
way^ were safe, one thing is 
certain. another ministry 
spokesman said: A major 
snowstorm wxxild force an¬ 
other closure. 

“Tberie are hardly enough 
superviscxry personnel avail¬ 
able to clear runways.” he 
said. 

The strike centres around a 
salary dispute between the

The union has been without 
a contract since Nov. 24. 

Talks between the PSAC 
and the treasury board broke 
off Thursday night, but the 
wage issue in dispute in the 
talks will be submitted to a 
conciliatM*.

The local PSAC represent¬ 
ative also said all of approxi¬ 
mately 125 federal govern¬ 
ment workers in Victoria who 
staged a one-day wildcat 
strike 'Thursday were back on 
the job Friday morning. 

The Victoria protest in- 
\-olved about 20 per cent of 
the bargaining unit at such 
places as the IVUliam Head 
pris<m. Rocky Poin| ammuni¬ 
tion magazine. transport 
ministry base in Esquimau, 
hydrographic services base,

sage across.’’

Two fourth-year students 
and two prominent faculty 
members haN-e won the Uni¬ 
versity dt Victoria’s first-ever 
election for seats on the board 
of governors. 

Students elected from a 
field of 15 candidates Friday 
were Frieda Lockhart and 
Alastair Palmer, both in the 
faculty of arts and sciences. 

Faculty members elected 
were Dr. Alfred Fischer of 
the chemistry department and 
Dr. I. D. Pel of the economics 
department 

Turnout in the student elec¬ 
tion. conducted by a mail bal¬ 
lot, was about 25 per cent — 
much higher than usual for 
student voting at UVic. 

Tbe new student and faculty 
scats on the board were creat¬ 
ed under the provincial gov¬ 
ernment’s Universities Act 
passed during the spring ses¬ 
sion of the legislature. 

The act increases the 
board’s membership from 11 
to 15. Cabinet appointees will 
stili hold the balance, with 
eight members chosen by the 
government, and the universi¬ 
ty president and chancellor 
will continue to occupy two 
seats. A separate election will 
be held in the new year to fill 
a seat open to the university’s 
non-academic staff. 

Under the old system, three 
members were elected by the 
university senate and six ap- 
(Minted hy cabinet. 

UVic’s director of universi¬ 
ty relations. Maurice Cown- 


den, said it is not yet known 
when the newiy-electea 
members will join the board. 
That decision will likely be 
made by the cabinet soon in 
the new year.

^Deer-killing with bow okay, inefficient^ 


The slaying of Saanich Pen- 
^sula deer by bow’men was 
defended Friday by a provin¬ 
cial fish and wildlife official. 

However, Don Robinson, as¬ 
sistant director of the branch, 
admitted bow-and-arrow hunt¬ 
ing is the least efficient way 
to curb the deer population 
which has been destroying 
crops. 

Robinson said poisoning or 
organized shooting of the ani¬ 
mals by his conserv'ation of¬ 
ficers would be more effec¬ 
tive. But such methods would 
be costlier, he said, and any- 

\ 


way the public wants a share 
of the s(Mrt. 

Robinson said archei^ 
hunting is the only method 
left in municipalities that 
have banned the use of 
firearms. 

.Mayor Ed Lorn said Saan¬ 
ich requested the resumption 
of deer-hunling this year after 
farmers complained of herds 
of as many as 50 deer wiping 
out their crops. 

Robinson said the program 
is working. 

On Friday mommg a young 
buck lay dead in the brush — 


its stomach bloated Irorn the 
woi'url that, along with frenzy 
and exhaustion, almost surely 
killed it on a steep sloi>e on 
Gregarah golf course near 
Prospect Lake. 

It is not known whether the 
buck died from an arrow or a 
bullet. 

CXjtching two razor-edged 
multi-sided arrows found 
nearby, Joan Ward-Harris 
swore at the men who shot 
the buck and let it stagger off 
in misery.

Robinson scoffed at claims 
that bow hunting is unneces¬ 
sarily cruel. A properly 
’•iaced airow in heart or lung 
is just as efficient as a bullet, 
although he conceded it may 
nut be as quick because deer 
hit correctly by an arrow 
usually bleed to death. 

As for improperly placed 
arrows. Robinson said the 
■ wounded animal has a better 


chance for survival than from 
a bad gun shot. 

Both Robinson and Lum be¬ 
lieve bow-sbooting is safer 
than guns for the public and 
hunting parties. 

“You have to get into a cer¬ 
tain range before you shoot a 
bow. It’s not as dangerous as 
a bullet A bullet can rico¬ 
chet, ” Lum said. 

Robinson said bow-hunters 
must have special licences 
but conceded these regulated 
only equipment. 

Hunting experts have been 


aghast at reports of licensed 
archers who’ve never shot an 
aiTow before and yet arc 
stalking the Peninsula. 

Robinson maintains hunting 
safety is not disregarded, as 
the general hunting tjcam for 
first-time gun toters is still 
needed by bowmen. 

Saanich police report over 
36 special bow permits have 
been issued since .the season 
opened in September.

^ The railway bridge in question 
was the old structure which span¬ 
ned the harbor at the foot of Cor- 
morant Street. Not only has the 
trestle vanished over the years but 
a section of Cormorant Street, too

j at least one memory of the historic 
span remains, in the form of an 80 - 
year-old story of one man's Christ¬ 
mas, alone and forgotten, in Vic¬ 
toria.

^ It had been a sparkling clear evening when 
our storyteller chose to use the bridge for a short¬ 
cut, heading west across the harbor. Behind him 
was the hustle and bustle of Victoria as shoppers 
rushed in search of last-minute gifts. 

"The air was crisp and frosty.” he recalled 
some time afterward, “and the stars glinted and 
sparkled in the clear atmosphere like so many 
electric lamps set to light the path of the lonely 
foot passenger...” 

Almost across the bridge and to the SJonghees 
rese«^e, our protagonist was surprised to notice a 
, man leaning against the railing and staring 
mournfully into the glassy water lapi)ing gently 
at the pilings below*. 

Upon his approach, the stranger, surprised to 
find that he was not alone on the bridge, wheeled 
about and stared at him. almost with an expres¬ 
sion of longing. For several seconds he watched 
the others approach, as if expecting, or hoping, 
to see an acquaintance, when, upon realizing that 
the newcomer was a stranger, he “resumed his 
contemplation of the water " with an air of resig¬ 
nation. * 

But. in the brief moments during which the 
man bad stared so intently at him In the hopes of 
seeing a friend, our storyteller was moved by his 
apparent "air of dejection and hopelessness.” 




He noted with a glance that his clothes ap¬ 
peared to be worn and thin, and incapable of 
withstanding the December chill. “. . . His hair 
and whiskers (were) white. He shivered in the 
keen air and his whole appearance was ih^t of 
genteel poverty and wretchedness. Upon an ordi¬ 
nary occasion I should not have ventured to in¬ 
trude upon his solicitude; but It was . . . Christ¬ 
mas Eve. I had just left a merry group and my 
mind was filled with pleasurable anticipations of 
a happy morrow. I paused in my walk and wished 
him a "Merry CTiirstmas.’ He turned swiftly 
around and in the dim lifeht surveyed me from 
head to foot.” 

The stranger, his voice faltering, replied that 
it had been a long time since he had known a 
“m«Ty” Christmas. At this, the newcomer asked 
if he were sick—and poor- he replying in the af¬ 
firmative to both queries. 

“Yes,” he replied, “I am both and more. You 
see before you a man who has lost his grip on the 
world, and this night, when all mankind is sup¬ 
posed to rejoice, like the One whose birthday you 
[ celebrate, I have no place to lay my head. 
f ' When his listener professed astwiishment that 
[ a man should be homeless on Christmas Eve, he 
e.xplained: “That Is what I mean, sir. I am home¬ 
less. While others rejoice I am sad; while others 
have plenty and to spare, I starve; while others 
go warmly clad, I freeze in my fluttering rags.” 

His new-found acquaintance was as much 
struck by his apparently cultured and educated 
background as by hii admission of absolute po¬ 
verty, and mar\ elled aloud that a man of his age 
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should be alone in a city the size of Victoria, 
v\iihout farqily or friend. 

“No, there is no one,” he sighed. '"I am alone 
in the world. And yet I have seen the time ^hen I 
could have bought the whole of Victoria’s town- 
site for an old song; and I could have sung the 
song, too. I saw San Francisco when there were 
less than 10,000 people there and when a thousand 
dollars w'ould have bought the best lot in it. I was 
in Portland when Pettygrove first settled on the 
site; and In 1857 I was offered all Seattle, by 
Terry its founder.” 

When the other suggested that he must have 
been, a pioneer, the old man. In a hollow voice, 
replied that he was a “pioneer of pioneers,” that 
he had been at San Juan duiing the ""Pjg War,” 
that he had been a member of the .San I'rancisco 
vigilantes. 




By this time, his listener, who confessed to a 
weakness for pioneers, no matter how they were 
inclined to “tickle the fancies of their gaping au¬ 
diences,” was captivated. Who was this lonely old 
man, now in rags, who had witnessed such histor¬ 
ic events in the making? 

Grasping the man by the arm,, he invited him 
to “a warm fireside . . . where you may enjoy a 
good supper washed down with something hot and 
topped off with a fragrant Havana.” 

Although startled by the generous offer, the 
pioneer readily accepted, and both headed back 
to town to a waterfront hotel. Minutes later, they 
were seated at a table, the one attacking a hearty 
meal in the glow of a roaring fire. As the old man 
wolfed down his dinner, his host took the opportu¬ 
nity of observing him closely, noting that he ap¬ 
peared to be “on the shady side of 60; tall and 
meagre, his thin face fringed with grey whiskers; 
his hair long and unkept, and his clothes would 
not have foqnd a purchaser on Johnson Street at 
four bits for the lot.

"As he ate and quaffed his lean figure 
seemed to expand and his hollow voice became 
rounded .and full. He even condescended to smile, 
and once ventured upon a .ioke (too risque, alas, 
for a family newspaper of that age).” 

Upon completing Ijis meal, the man pushed 
himself back from the table and. with a revived 
jauntiness, returned his host’s gaze with amuse¬ 
ment. With a mischievous smile he asked what 
the other was thinking, our narrator replying that 
he was wondering as to his identity and former 
station in life. His identity, he refused to divulge, 
but his past, he was more than willing to ^hare 
with his new friend. This is his story: 

. . . Who I am, you will never know. What I 
am — or rather whdt I have been —- I will tell 
you, for you have spoken the first kind words I 
have heard for many a long day. I am an 
Englishman. I went to California in 1849. Soon 
after my arrival I joined the press of that 6ity, 
and for more than 30. years was a chronicle of 
events all along the coast — sometimes as editor, 
often as correspondent, and oftener still as re- 
p<jrter. I saw the first vigilance committee in San 
Francisco when three thieves were hanged in 
broad daylight on a business street from a beam 
in front of a warehouse. I Siiw James King shot 
by Ca.sey in the streets of San Francisco, and a 
: week after I saw Casey and another murderer 
named Cora hanged by the committee. 




A month later I saw a Welshman named 
Hetherington and a lad of 20 named Brace 
hanged by the same committee. Hetherington had 
killed a debtor who could not or would not pay 
him. Brace was the son of a New York cler¬ 
gyman. He had an Innocent not to say charming 
expression of countenance, but was one of the 
wx)r8t all-round robbers and murderers that the 
Golden State ever developed. Before he left the 
commltte rooms fbr the scaffold, someone gave 
him a drink of whisky. This, combined with the 


excitement, made him raving mad. On the scaf¬ 
fold he swore and cursed horribly. Hetherington, 
who had murdered two men in his time, tried to 
pray, but his voice was so drowned by the curses 
of the wretched youth by his side. But If the con¬ 
trition of Hetherington was sincere, I do not think 
that God failed to hear his prayer, do you? 

'The last scene in the tragedy was terrible. 
Brace called on his Maker to blast his persecu¬ 
tors and wound up the performance by saying; 
"T’ll wrap myself in the American flag and die 
like a(n) sob!” I was as near to him as I am to 
you (stabbing with his finger at his fascinated 
host) when the drop-fell. 

(After lubricating his throat, his voice having 
become husky, he continued his adventurous 
yarn). 

Speakig of vigilante committees, the most 
awful incident I ever remember in that line, oc¬ 
curred in Alameda County, just across from .San 
Francisco. It was in 1855. News had reached the 
city late in the evening that two men had been 
hanged by the .settlers for stealing stock. I was 
sent over to gather the f.acts. Oakland was then a 
little .straggling village of five or six hundred peo¬ 
ple. A little boy led the way with evident pride to 
a tree where two men were hanging. 

“Them uns, " said he in Southern jargon, 
“was stealing Pap’s horses, and Pap and (point¬ 
ing to three men at work in a field) hanged them 
uns up.” The fo'tlures of the victims were un¬ 
covered and presented a loathesome appearam e. 

I continued along the road for half a mile and 
counted 13 men and boys (yes, boys) hanging 
from limbs. I heard afterwards that when the 
committee broke out they snatched up every 
stranger they met and hanged him offhand. Some 
of the victims were ascertained to be respectable 
settlers in search of land. In three cases they 
were accompanied by their young son who shared 
the fate of their fathers. The vigilantes “gathered 
them all in.” 

(After pausing to light a fresh cigar, the old 
man stared off into space for several moment.s, 
recalling other tales of horror from his past. 
Then, breaking off his reverie he said):

Early in 1.858 I was dispatched to Fraser 
River as special correspondent of a leading paper 
of San Francisco. I went as far as Yale and then 
joined two companies of volunteers who set out to 
punish the Canon Indians for the murder of five 
Germans. The first night out we went into camp 
and all fell asleep. During the night a member of 
one of the companies who had probably Imbibed 
too much tanglefoot, was seized by the nightmare 
and alarmed the two camps by his shouts. 'The 
men sprang to arms, and each imagining the 
other was the enemy, fired volley after volley 
Into each other’s ranks. Several were killed, in 
eluding one of the captains, and in the morning I 
. made one of a numerous party of volunteers who 
w*ent back to Yale, fully imr)ressed wrlth the belief 
that the worst enemies we were likely to meet 
were ignorance and cowardice In our own ranks 

When I linded at Victoria the scarcest arti¬ 
cles of daily consumption were drinking water 
and flour. The flow of the wells, wWch had been 
ample for the wants of the few Hudson's Bay peo¬ 
ple, was inadequate for the demands of the 10,(X)0 
strangers who were domiciled in tents and shacks 
about the fort and among the brush and trees that 
then skirted the ravine. There were many tall 
trees on Government and Yates Street. Where 
Cbok Street is now there was a heavy growth of 
trees, and thence to Spring Ridge and beyond 
there was a thick forest. Water was brought to 
consumers in huge casks mounted on trucks end 
drawn by one or two horses. TTie lot where 
Pritchard House now stands was occupied by a 
story and a-half hotel called Bayley’s. 

With the California Immlgratl<» came John 
C. Keenan afterwards chief engineer of the Vic¬ 
toria fire ‘department. Keenan leased the hotel 
bar and drove a thriving trade retailing whisky at 
two-bits a glass and water at the tame rate. A 
California syndicate cornered all the flour except 
the stock held by the Hudson’s Bay Co., and en¬ 
deavored to raise the price to J30 a barrel. But 
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Christmas morning, the Empress, standing majestic¬ 
ally on her green winter lawns overlooking Victoria's 
harbor, will waken to the most Important days of her 66th 
Yuletide season.

Of course there were older pas- 
iengers as well but the great major¬ 
ity were either young folk from the 
University of British Columbia or 
fun-loving boys from private 
schools. 

Nothing could surpass the spirit 
of Yuletide cheer and good will 
which per\aded the long line of 
coaches as they flanked their w'ay 
through the Canadian Pa<;ific yards 
from the main depot at the foot of 
Granville .Street. 

Thoughts of possible gas ration¬ 
ing in future is today forcing many 
residents of even fortunate British 
Columbia to look back on those days 
of the steam engine as a kind of 
■golden era. 

It was not so long ago^ either, 
especially to the mldtlle aged. Kven 
during the First World War. because 
of gasoline shortage ini|»osed by the 
war, travelling home hy car for 
C'liristmas had to be curtailed. 

Then the holiday specials leaving 
the city for distant points were a 
blessirig. Particularly for the exami¬ 
nation weary and .slightly homesick 
students. 

To them. marr>oned at the rain- 
sridden coast as they had been for 
months, the interior in December 
spelled bracing air. sparkling snow 
and plenty of outdoor sports in the 
higher altitudes and keener air of 
the ‘■Valley”, as the Okanagan was 
invariably called. 



They happily anticipated a truly 
white Christmas. 

When the jubilant young people ^ 
came aboard, laden with presents 
bought at the last minute in a de¬ 
partment store, the subdued atmo¬ 
sphere of the green curtained sleep¬ 
ing cars had a momentarily quieten¬ 
ing effect. 

So did the presence of the courte¬ 
ous white coated porter. The latter 
would be busy making up the berths 
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and helping handle luggage. The 
dining car would not be open. There 
would be few seats left in their owti 
coaches. There remained they knew, 
the hospitable observation car at the 
end of the long train. 

They would have no intention of 
occupying berths for a good many 
hours. The older passengers, many 
on their way to visit married .sons or 
daughters in the Okanagan, would 
settle down for a quiet chat with 
strangers, all made more friendly 
and talkative by the festive air 
around them. 


Soon the slow creaking departure 
from the depot would give way to 
gatheiing speed around the curves 
abo\'e Burrard Inlet. Then more 
slowly the train would draw' into 
New Westminster. The few passen¬ 
gers who came on Ixiard there were 
altogether a quieter cmwd. Except 
in early days when residential Co¬ 
lumbian College was operating, 
home going students were scarce at 
the Royal City. And the station at 
tJie foot of Pattullo Bridge was a 
fairly quiet spot. 

In a short time the Kettle \ alley 
special would l>e swaying and r04*k- 
ing thunderously through the wide 
spares of the Fraser A'alley, its 
whistle sending forth threatening 
blasts before each level crossing. 

It did not deign to stop at insig¬ 
nificant small stations except per¬ 
haps Coquitlam. Ahead lay a lorig 
night and day trip before it reached 
the Kettle Valley and finally its ter¬ 
minus in the Kootenays. 

In spite of the rough undulating 
motion of the train a procession of 
>outhful celebrants, visiting, talking, 
sometimes singing, would pass 


Joyously through the otherwise quiet 
.sleeping cars. It seemed the young 
people were almost determined to 
walk their way home for the antiei- 
pated holiday. 

As midnight approached the 
numbers would dwindle noticeably. 
The conductor would have made his 
rounds. The br^keman, lantern in 
hand would have passed along the 
aisles on his owm particular busi¬ 
ness. Tt»e porters tried to doze in 
their reserved seats at the end of 
each car. But hilarity w'ould still 
prevail in the observation coach. 

Last stop on the w'estem side of 
the Fi'aser River was at Haig. Then 
the Christmas special began a cau¬ 
tious crossing of the Hope Railway 
bridge abo\e the Fraser River. A 
brief stop at Hope, then the engine 
seemed to put on an extra burst of 
energy as it whistled its way out of 
the historic stopping place at the 
foot of the towering Cascade Moun¬ 
tains. It would gather full pow'er to 
cope with the heavy grades and dif¬ 


ficulties which lay ahead in the 
famed Ccxjuihalla Pass. 

Sleepless occupants of lower 
berths, those havens of snowy sheets 
and warm blankets, would realize 
from the .slow creaking of the cou¬ 
pled cars they were not far from its 
entrance. Raising their berth blinds 
they might .see the names of Shake¬ 
spearean heroines. Portia, Juliet, 
Nerissa. on several deserted depots, 
strangely incrongruous in this alpine 
wilderness. 



S<x»n the>’ would also see the 
steep walls of snow which made a 
narrow corridor for the laboring en¬ 
gine and its heavy load of cars 
Around the many curves and bends 
the watcher would .see the ix>werful 
engine headlights casting long 
knives of light along immense snow¬ 
banks, givipg hints also of vast 
heights and deptlis above and below. 

Perhaps it waa Just as well they 
did not realize how dizzily high the 
spidery trestles were over great 
lanyoDs or how numerous the 


.siiownheds designed to take the 
weight of the tliiindering avalanches 
which could so easily sweep every¬ 
one to oblivion. 

These dangers past they wouki 
come out of the Coquihalla some 
hours later to find the train running 
more smoothly thixxigh winding 
bilk. 

Lulled by the rhyThmic pounding 
of the wheels beneath them on the 
long dow'n-grade into the ranching 
areas uneasy passengers wx>uld at 
last fall a.sleep. 

The sudden stopping of the train 
at Princeton might weaken them to 
hear the panting and hissing of the 
iron monster which had brought 
them safely thixsjgh the awesome 
canyon in the icy pass. 



Princeton was another k-y 
world, with mackinaw-clad cow¬ 
boys stamping on the platform. 
For most, the next important aUq) 
was at Upper Summerland, the 
gateway to the Okanagan Valley. 

Dressing in the narrow confines 
of a berth was an ordeal for some as 
there wa.s another stretch of winding 
curves around which the coache.s 
undulated at terrific speed, a sicken¬ 
ing experience to tlv? squeamish. 

Pulling into the station at Sum- 
merland was arx immense relief for 
these passengens who could thank¬ 
fully realize that there at last w’as 
home. They could see glimpsee, of 
the fruit orchards in the valley be¬ 
low' as well as of the blue w'aters of 
the lake in the distance. TiTose 
fruit orchards in all likelihood be- 
l<»nged to many .students’ parents. 

Ijwt lap of the Journey for 
those %\ho hud to eoniiniie up the 
lake, not having been met at 
Siimmerland, included the added 
pleasure of a steamer trip to set¬ 
tlements scattered along the war 
from Penticton to Pea<‘liland, Kel¬ 
owna and finally Okanagan land¬ 
ing at the lake head. 

Down the long slope behind Giant 
Head Mountain the engine would 
plunge to the lower levels of the 
valley and into the quite important 
station of ihe famous tourist towm. 
Penticton. There the stately stern¬ 
wheeler. the proud-looking Sica- 
mous, would already be waiting at 
the d'>ck adjacent to the station at 
the end of Main .Street.

It was Christmas with all tho 
true trimmings: love and laughter, 
giivipg and receiving. It was a 
never-to-be-forgotten Christmas. It 
lifts my heart even now, as I sit in 
mty home so far from that city. Wb 
fen were all homeless, but we shel¬ 
tered in friendship on that Christ¬ 
mas Day. 

There were amusing Christ¬ 
mases in my life, like the one when 
a young coUsin and myself went 
dodging around a large, round table 
pursued by four senior relatives in-, 
tciit on kissing us in honor of the 
day'. There w'as the decidedly gay' 
family Christmas w-hen another 
young cousin substituted absinthe 
for wine and had dignified elders 
loosening up visibly. 

I can still hear a teetotaller uncle 
admonishing his exhilarated w'ife: 
“Now Maiy. now Mary: just don’t 
talk, dear.” Then there was the 
Chyistmas w-hen a group of young 
Europeans, alone in Canada, made 
me a handkerchief tree: a tree on 
w'hich every inch was covered with 
handerchiefs hand-embroidered in 
their respective countries. 

I could fill a book wnth my 
Christmases and tliat book would 
1)8 filled w'ith love. For the impor¬ 
tant thing is that we do the loN-ing; 
tiiat we give, even if we don’t ^re¬ 
ceive. Here I receiv’e more than I 
can ever give: in love, in beauty, 
in serenity', in tliat deep Inner Joy 
wtiich mystics call “the hpney of 
the soul.” I can never, never write 
thank-you notes enough.

Be.vond lay the blue w'atei*s of the 
lake — above towered the lordly 
pines fringing the shrues. Their 
branches at that time of the year

Soft yellow sands on the bea<*ii 
spoke of summer's cleliglils, Bv%im- 
ming, Imsking in the hot sun. corn 
roasts at night and strolling liy 
ninoitlight along the shore. 


But the steamer would soon be 
leaving on its day-long voy'age up 
and down the lake. In a w-eeks time 
it w'ould bring them again to meet 
the Kettle Valley railway and the 
l)eginning of their return to the big 
city, Vancouver. 

Those fortunate enough to have

Vancouver, another overnight trip. 
That was if the weather was kind 
and Coquihalla Pass behaved Itself. 
Sometimes, however, monumental 
slides would block the Kettle Valley' 
line for days. 

Then the onl.v recourse was for 
the train to J^^-track to the Okana¬ 
gan, passengers being advised to go 
by' the Sicamous to Okanagan Land¬ 


ing. thence by a Canadian Pacific 
subsidiary line to Vernon, thence to 
Sicamous on the mainline all at 
the e.vpense of the company. 

On the shores of Shuswap I.ake 
the trav'cllers could wait in the 
small, but luxurious Sicamou.s Hotel, 
knjow'n to innumerable tourists in 
mgny' parts of the world. If funds 
allowed they might have further 
refreshment in the picturestjiie din¬ 
ing room.

I At last the mainline train would 
coine roaring in. already ,in a hurry 
to get to its coast terminal, Van¬ 
couver. 

I Such a detour was always an un¬ 
usual happening, however, for the 
Kettle Valley in spite of its hazards 
had a wide reputation for getting 
thfough, come snow, come slides.

r,ov'ernor Douglas broke the monopoly by re¬ 
tailing the company's flour at 516. 

With a sigh, the old man returned to the 
present, toasting his host with an empty glass, 
and saying: ”1 had a good start in life—lots of 
friends, plenty of money. I was fated to became a 
newspaper man, to neglect my opportunities, to 
lead a fast life, to sink lower and lower, until on 
Christmas Eve, 1B88, I am beholden to an entire 
stranger, whom I have w'earled with my garuUty, 
for food and shelter. Oh! sire, believe me, X am 
not an impostor. As you came upon the bridge, I 
was contemplating a plunge Into the water to end 


mv' n>isery. Your charity has reserved me for 
another, perhaps better end.

Overcome by emotion and drink, the old man 
fell silent, when, with a sw'eep of his hand, he 
seized the decanter and drained it Seconds later, 
he slumped forward in his chair, his head coming 
to rest upon the table, when he began to snore 
peacefully. His bemused host then bad him car¬ 
ried upstairs to a warm bed and left him there.

Nearly 300 
miles south of the Circle and thou- 
sajvis of miles from any other to 
whom the day had meaning. 

Their situation among ice-fl^s 
two miles across and tlO feet high 
was perilous but, fortunately, on 
cTtristmas Day there was no fc »2 to 
intensify their an.xieiies.

Cook writes of the day in his 
Journal: “At n*x)n I brought the 
slOijps under snug sail, .seeing that 
the crew ... to celebrate the day- 
had been hoarding up liquor for 
.some time past. I t-flso made some 
addition to their allow anee.” That 
day too Cook.’the austere man and 
normally so reserved that he could 
eat his meals in silence for days on 
end “had as many officers and 
petty-officers to dinner in the cabin 
as there was room for . . . the rest 
were entertained in the Gunroom 
. . . mirth and good humor reigne-d 
through the ship. 

In the evening the crew of the 
.Adventure . . . ranged alongside and 
gave us three cheers.” Perhaps that 
was when, from the Resolution, the 
sound of bagpipe skirled out to echo 
from the towering ice! 

More than a century and a 
■quarter later Captnin Robert Falcon 
Scott’s Terra Xo\n too was to spend 
Christmas day below the Antarctic 
Circle. The diaries of .Scott and an¬ 
other member of the expedition. Dr. 
Edward Wilson, each record the 
day. 


Scott's entry- for Dec. 25, 1910 
shows them still wearisomely stuck, 
in the ice that had been delaying 
them for two frustrating weeks—ice, 
thin enough they could have pushed 
their way through, if it had not the 
need to conserv e irreplaceable coal. 

The situation was depressing, but 
on Chri.stmas day, casting anxiety- 
aside, they feasted and sang— 
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hymns at the morning Set-vice, 
{■hantie^t night. 

Although the officers and scien- 
risfs did not dine until six. Scott 
reports men's dinner as at mid-day 
when' their menu was substantially 
the same as that the wardroom 
would be enjoying later, save that at 
noon libations were in beer or 
whisky while at night port, cham¬ 
pagne and liquers completed the 
meal in which the traditional turkey 
came in the guise of pensuin 
breasts. 

The Christmas menu also includ¬ 
ed tomato soup, roast beef, aspara¬ 
gus, plum pudding and mince pie.s. 

The next year eight of these men 
would enjoy the few small luxuries 
they could allow them.selves in a 
small unheated tent about '200 miles 
from the South Pole. 

This year they dine<l in a snug 
cabin, decorated that day . according 
to Dr. Wilson, with all their sledge 
flags . . . "my Caius Flag " • given 
him by the wife of the Master of 
Caius College. Cambridge', the , 
small Jack. Queen Alexar.lra'.« flag 
and the New Zealand flag. 

T^ry had another rea.son to recall 
New Zealand that day: the rabbit 
the ship had been given at Dune<)in. 
and which since then hact become 
the ijet of Petty-Offic er Tom Crean,

‘‘Looking forward to Christmas next Sunday.” So wrote a young Scot. 
Edwin Walkinshaw in his diary on December 17, A week earlier he 

had written succinctly ‘‘Three months today.” 

Three months it W'as since he had sailed from CHirdlff as a|»|»rentice on 
the Marion Josiah, a new four-masted barque, three months without touching 
land, without word from home, and still thousands of miles from their 
destination in Mexico. 


They had finally' rounded C'u{»e Horn after day after day of wind and ruin 
and heavy seas. Once the stari>oard watch had refused to go to work because 
of the cold, and the captain had acted quickly to restore discipline. One 
night ‘‘a heavy sea came on board without warning knocking all the men near 
right about the deck. One poor fellow*, CV>ventry, has been so badly hurted 
that his recovery is doubtful.” 

Two days later, while the ship was still ‘‘beating around the Horn*’ and 
Ooventiy* was still unconscious. Edwin wrote; ‘‘Tliis is my 18th birthday.” 

But now they were sailing with a fair wind, it was warm and bright, and 
Christmas was coming. . 

As far back as November 37 the captain, with the cook, had done a lit of 
early festive planning concerning their dwindling stores. On that date Edwin 
had wTitten in his diary: ‘‘Potatoes stopped today.” They were to reappear. 

At last the day came and was carefully recorded. 


‘'Sunday 3.*»th. Ciiristmas: 

Ciiristmas. At 8 o/c last night ‘Grog O', and all hands went into (he 
cabin and got a glass of whiskey. This morning we went to tlie C'aptain and 
Mr. Rogers and wished them a Merry Christmas. At breakfast, rice and 
currle, besides usual, then burgoo. At dinner we had pie with potatoes and 

a large plum d<»ugh with plenty of sauce, a rootle, and a bun, also a lK>ttle 
of lemonade each. Fresh soup too and plenty of them all. At service we sang 
some Christmas hymns and read laike, second chapter. Some heavy squalls 
came down about us. Fresh breere on starboard l^am. .Six to eight knots. 
Steering NNW course.” 

After some years at sea Edwin Halkinshawr settled in >'uncou\er where 
he wan in business until his death in His family lias dimated his diary 

to the Vancouver >luritime Museum. v

Santa Claus College

He's gone now. He died more than five years ago. 
But at Christmas time a lot ot big department store¬ 
keepers miss him and wish he were back. 


He had been a perfect Santa Clans^ 
so he founded the worhVs most 
curious college. 


TTiere can be no doi^bl about it 
Charles W. Howard founded the 
world’s most curious college. It was 
he who all b>' himself, more than 
three decades ago. set up Santa 
Claus College. 

He felt well-qualified to do it. In 
his day big defiartment store owners 
told him he had ijcrformed the iDle 
of old St. Nick as i>erfectly as any¬ 
body could. 

Youngsters loved to sit in his 
wide lap and confide their wishes 
about what they wanted for Christ¬ 
mas. He seemed to know just how to 
carry out that difficult part with 
consummate tact and under¬ 
standing. 

That gave Mr. Howard an idea. 
Why couldn’t he start up a school — 
let’s call it a college -- for the train¬ 
ing of chaps that could be taught to 
act the part of the old saint with the 
most extraordinary success? 

So that’s how Santa Claus College 
got its start — Charles W. Howard, 
founder. 

It was first started in 1937 in — 
of all places — Santa Claus, In¬ 
diana. That’s die tiny town where 
packages and letters are sent by 
eager parents for one purpose alone 
— the town’s postmark. 

Suppose little Johnnj- meets up 


with a skeptical young friend whi 
tells him there isn’t any Santa 
Claus? What can that young heretic 
say when Johnny proudly exhibits a 
package with the old saint’s (Kist- 
mark neatly inscribed? 

The flood of mail in this small of¬ 
fice during the Christmas season is 
fairly staggering. It comes in a 
great wave right uii to midnight on 
Christmas Eve, almost swamping 
the village postmaster who had to 
employ a lot of extra helr». 

When Mr. Howard moved his 
Santa Claus College there, it can’t 
be said the postmaster was hafipy to 
see him arrive. That beleaguered, 
harassed official had troubles 
enough just “getting out the mail on 
time.” 

But as it happened, Mr. How'ard 
didn’t hang around very long. Inside 
of twx) months he decided to move. 
He found out that Santa Claus — the 
town — was just too out-of-the-way, 
too far off the beaten path, for him 
to pick up prospective students. 

So with no tears and regrets by 
the postmaster and not a sir^le 
wave of farewell, he moved the col¬ 
lege, bag and baggage, to Albion, 
New York, the town in upstate New 
Yoric where he had come from. 

There, under the founder’s man¬ 


agement, the Santa Claus College 
b^ame quite a success. It gradually 
became known far and wide, llhere 
were cities not too far off — Bulfalo, 
Rochester and Syracuse — andi Mr. 
Howard counted on some kind of in¬ 
terest and jiatronage. 

Nor was he disapiKiinted. Peofde 
might smile when they heard of 
such an institution, but big Jtore 
owners found his graduates well ad¬ 
apted to their holiday duties. 

Mr. Howard was so scrujiuUxis 
about his students “delivering the 
goods” — that is satisfying the store 
owners - that he would not give 
them their degrees — B.S.C — 
Bachelor of Santa Clausing — until 
they had proved they could i»erfi«rm 
the part satisfactorily. 

It must have been a well-or¬ 
ganized training centre. The founder 
had courses in everything from child 
psychology to facial makeup. The 
last was to make sure old Santa’s 
appearance would measure up to the 
derired image, for nobody was more 
familiar than Mr. Howai'd wilhi the 
lines ot the poem: 

“His eyes how they twinkled: Hte 
dimples how merry! 


His cliceks were like i«>^e<i. his 
no'*e like u cherry: 

His droll little mouth was drawn 
u|» like u how , 

.4nd the beard of hirt chin wiw» os 
w hite as the snow ; 

He had a broad face and a little 
round belly 

That shook, wlieo he laughed, like 
a b<iw lful of h’hy . . .” 

Being one of Mr. Howard’s stu¬ 
dents provided fun galore. Classes 
went into session at the ring of 
sleigh bells. The College even had 
an Alma Mater song — Jingle ’Bells. 
Along with the training, there was 
real hilarity for who can resist tlie 
univereal spirit of fun and happiness 
that Christmas brings? 

But now, of course, all that is a 
thing of the past. With Mr. Howard’s 
death, the Santa Claus College was 
given up and shut its doors perma¬ 
nently. Still, there are those who 
miss the founder and his company erf 
ho-lio-hoing graduates.

MARITIME WORLD OF EXTREMES 


In Search of Saint Nicholas 


The stockings were hung by the chimney with care. 
In hopes that St. Nicholas soon would be there.

How many people have had the 
opportunity to repay a visit from 
Saint Nicholas? 

We did, not at the north pole, 
but almost half way round the 
world in Turkey, 

When Betty and I on our sailing yacht Star- 
flov^ er decided to spend the winter of 1973-74 in 
'Turkey, we hadn’t expected to find naany re¬ 
minders of Christmas in a Moslem country. 

But it turned out to be the most reward 
Ing Cliristmas in our three and a half years 
awav from Victoria. 

Bodrum is a beautiful little village on the 
.Vsia Minor coast On the hills pine trees grow 
right to the edge of the town. The clear water of 
the natural oval-shaped harbor reflects a cluster 
of small ^vhite buildings and minarets. Time 
weathered walls and towers of a Knights’ of St. 
John castle guard the harbor entrance. 

After a summer of Italy and Greece the 
peace and beauty of Turkey’s south coast were 
like a tonic. The tranquility of the port was a wel¬ 
come rest for Starflower. 

Then in mid-December the Jungle tele¬ 
graph had some exciting news for u«. “Bo¬ 
drum was no longer our exclusive domain. 
Other foreigners had arrived—Canadians, out 
at the camiisite.*' 

We hurried over, to see if we approved of the 
newcomers. There'we had the ghod fortune to 
meet Robin and Pat Elliot-Bateman from Mon¬ 
treal and their hvo children, Trishia, 12, and 
Jonathan, 10. They were touring in a Volkswagen 
oamiier and were as delighted with Turkey as \ve. 

Christmas was approaching and we start- 
*Mi making plans. Then we made an interest¬ 
ing dlscovory. About SJiO miles by road down 
the coast was the small village of Demre, the 
birtliplace and diocese of St. Nicholas or u*» 
we know him—Santa Claus. 

A pre-Christmas camping trip b) that arevt 
would be full of historical interest and an adven¬ 
ture for young Jonathan and Trishia. 

There was also an ulterior motixe on my 
part. History has given St. Nichola.s another role. 
Pn>tcctor of the Sailor. I secretly hoped that this 
visit would insure that the coming cruising year 
would be a kind one. 

We doubled up on our mooring lines and for 
.>nly the second time in three yeai*s left Sfcar- 
flow er on her own. 

In the Volkswagen camper van we handed off 
dowm the incredibly lovely Turkish south coast 
There was no reason to hurry and we stopped at 
every view point. The Mediterranean lay on our 
right. On our left snow’ capped mountains rose 
alK)ve the forest. Each night we camped either in 
a pine wood, an orange grove or beside a moun¬ 
tain river. Usually the only traffic encountered 
was a camel train, the. odd donkey or herd of 
goats. 

We stopped in small villages and shopped in 
market stjuares for astonishingly inexpensive 
fresh fruit and vegetables. In Turkish bakeries 
bread is baked fresh for every meal. It was int- 
possible to pass them without being drawn in by 
the irresistible aroma. 

The more we saw of Turkey, the higher 
the Turkish people rest In our esteem. They 
ure considerate of each other and respect one 
another's property. Unlike some of their Med- 
Iterranean neighbors they are not cruel to 
animals. 

We w’ere continually impressed by the treat¬ 
ment we received. In a crowded bakery, grocery 
store or vegetable stall, to our embarrassment w'e 
would be juggled to the head of the line. In 
dr>’goods shops a chair was always produced for 
Betty. Business at the post office, a customs pMt 
or the police station was always done with cour¬ 
tesy and many glasses of tea. 
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When shops ckjsed for lunch, keys were left 
in locks on the street side of the doors! Over¬ 
crowded hni*dware stores left rolls of chicken 
wire, plastic sheeting and hose on the sidewalk 
all night. 

Our Journey in search of Santa Claus 
brought up the topic of Cliristniafl gifts espe¬ 
cially with regard to children and toys. Whut 
a strange twist, we thought, tliat in this land 
where St. Nicholas lived there were few’ 
toys beyond a ball or a hoop and stick. 

From this distance w’e tended to think more 
critically of Canadian backyards and basements 
piled high with ugly plastic cars and semi-electric 
gimickr>’. 

My views on the evils of gift giving didn’t 
carry much weight with Betty. She had bec^n eye¬ 
ing a brass coffee grinder for some time. 

My Christmas shopping w’as done at an out¬ 


door ba/aar. The sidewalk was hidden under an 
assortment of copper and aluminium pots and 
pans. The ba/a.ar keeper shared a balance scale 
w’ith his neighlx»r, a vendor of fittings for don¬ 
keys. 

The emlx»ssed brass coffee grinder I selected 
W’as tossed into a scale pan just vacated by a set 
of horse shoes. A rough calculation w’as made and 
I walked away $2.50 poorer, with a smile on my 
face. The identical grinder Betty Iwd first seen in 
a Greek tourist shop had carried an $18 price 
tag. 

When we arrived at our dcHtination, 
Demre, we found u tiny coastal town of ub<»ut 
•»00 people. The village was called Myra in 
the 4th century when Saint Nicholas was a 
bishop there. Because of his practice of pro- 
\lding poor brides with dowries, his name 
came to be synonymous with gift giving.

His remains were enshrined there uriti, tne 
llth century uiien they were sitrAen and teJten ic. 
Italy. There they, or someihing liJte them, are 
busy performing miracles. Now in ancient Myra 
even the ruined church has all but \'aniehed 
t-nder silt. 

The chief legai'y of St. Nlcbolae Is the 
loro surrounding hi** name. It travelled t« 
northern Kiirope where children poaaibly cer* 
rupted Sant NIkolaaa Into Santa Claus. From 
Europe the tradition spread to North Amer¬ 
ica. 

This coast is quite sparsely populated now. 
but 20 centuries ag*> it must have been other%vise. 
Cities were larpe. theatres held 25,000 spectators. 

The mighty {)as.sed this way — Alexander on 
his military conquests. St. Paid •« hi« religious 
«••nqucsls. Herodotus was from our own Bodrum. 
then called H.^licamassus. 

Three of the ancient seven wonders stood 
nearby, the Colossus of RhcKles, the Mausoleum 
at Bcwlrum .and the Temple of Diana at Ephesus. 

Fnhesus. T >'-9 more we delved into historic 
Turkey the more the name of this ancient citj- ap- 
].cared. It is n'>entioned often in scripture. St. 
Paul preached .there for three years. St. John the 
.Apf*stie is possiblv buried there.

Christmas is always a time for reminiscence — of 
home, relations, friends and places. Have you ever re¬ 
called your various Christmas Day celebrations and the 
strange places in which you have observed that day? 


One of my earliest recollections 
of Christmas Day is of our family 
gathering in Northamptonshire, 
England, with 10 brothers and 
sisters amund the large holly¬ 
decorated table, abundant with good 
things to eat. My father and mother 
'Aorked long hours to keep 11 chil- 
di^n well fed and hap[>y. In the 
kitchen hung bacon sides and ham, 
and on the table were roast pork, 
chicken, vegetables fix>m our own 
garden, plum pudding, and all the 
necessary trimmings for this meal. 

When I glanced at the hams or 
savored the roast pork, I could not 
lielp but recall the many times I had 
fed that pig, scratched his back and 
provided him with fresh straw. 

One of my strangest Christmas 
Da.vs was s(>ent on the trapline, 
tioled up in a log cabin in the Alber¬ 
ta Foo^ills. It was cold and snow¬ 
ing. and I was alone, trying to tlaaw 
(.Hit frozen bread to make a moose or 
deer sandwich. 


.Another corner of my memory 
takes me back to the prairie farm 
home where I was the hired hand, 
celebrating w ith the farmer, his wife 
and relations. 'I’here was a gigantic 
turkey dinner, cf»oked in the inimita¬ 
ble way that only farm people know 
how’ to cook. Outside temperatures 
ranged from 40 to 50 degrees belmv 
zero, and when you opened the bam 
d^xir a cloud of warm steam greeted 
you from the anituals, all snug in¬ 
side. bedded dtnvn and chewing the 
fresh-smelling liay. 

Another unusual Christmas I 
spent in mid-.\tluntic. Clu'istmas 
night we feasted on a sumptuous 
meal, and were alioul to dance when 
a large w-ave hit the shif». thrmving 
all the table's and chairs ■— and 
some pei»|)le all over the lounge. 
That Christmas Day ended there. 

My most unforgettable Christmas 
Day happened in « small scattered 
community six miles west of Dray¬ 
ton Valley, Alberta, during the 
deia-ession and drought of the 1930s.

We were all homesteaders tiy- 
Ing to live off tlie land by hunting, 
fishing and trading with one another.

The Night arrived, and it was 
cold with deep snow. I can still hear 
the tingle of sleigh belKs. the crunch 
of snow and the laughter of children. 

After greetings were exchanged, the

horses tied Uf> and blanketed, tli« 
house w'as filled w'ith eager people. 

The program preneeded just like 
a first-night movie, •with a raised 
platform, lighted with coal oil 
lamps. WTiat did it matter if some¬ 
one were off key or forgot a line — 
everj'one clapped to the finish, and 
sang Holy f^^t, Silent Night. 

Then came Santa Claus Cameron 
from outside, comjilple with fur 
coat, his owTi natural white beaixJ, 
and presents for each one of the 
children. The evening came to a gay 
conclusion with the serving of 
refreshments. I am sure that every¬ 
one went home that night reali:^ing 
that people of all ages, national it ie.s 
and faiths can cormbino to achieve a 
common ob.iective. This is the toler¬ 
ance and love that the woiUl sadly 
needs. 

As a footnote to this sloiy, be- 
neatti this same bushland neaily 15 
yeans later was discovered a rich 
oilfield.

Not far from us a new house had 
fust been completed. We were told it 
had been built for a sea-faring man 
who after a lifetime in foreign parts 
was now retiring and coming home 
to spend the remaining years of his 
life in the land of his birth gazing 
out upon the sea which had played 
such a large part in his life. 

And a vvor>derful view It was! 
One could see not only Rapallo dow'n 
below' but Santa Margherita further 
along the coast, with Portofino In 
the distance. The sea in the wester¬ 
ing sun W'as a ripple of gold as the 
little fishing boats with their color¬ 
ful sails drifted home to port. 

One day we were amazed to see 
a priest fullv- rolled, accompanied by 
two acolytes and a crowd of neigh¬ 
bors climb the hillside. The house 
W’as being blessed before its ow-ner 
took up residence, and everybody’ 
wanted to be present. It showed 
their interest and goodwill. 

All this was very iatrlgulng 
to a person accustomed to 
bricks and mortar and the rush 
of city life. But the highlight of 
my visit was the Christmas fes- 
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tivUit'S. Oh, tlie planning and 
preparation, the buying of gifts, 
the baking of dhhes with intox¬ 
icating odors, the det orations! 

Frau Koe[>pel-.Aclam and her hfus- 
band Willy had decorated a beauti¬ 
ful tree. There was a gift for ever>’- 
one in the hou.se. even dowTi to the 
dog.s who had a long .sausage-shaped 
parcel, gift wrapped, with their 
names on. 

The table was a .sight to behold, 
with candles gleaming through 
opaque white containers, and the 
dexir left open for the coming of the 
Christ Child. 

The two male dogs behav^ed per¬ 
fectly. They came forward when 
called and accepted their gifts with 
dignify, bearing them away to some 
unknown lair. But Mitzi, the bitch, 
took one sniff at her parcel, threw’ 
bark ber head in a piercing hovv'I 
and fled into the night! 

Years later I was !o know 
something of CTiristmas In the 
south of France. The sun shines, 
the sea and sky are blue, and 
I*roven<e is the playground of 
innumerahle pei»ple from colder 
climes who have the time and 
the money to escape the rigors 
(»f winter buck home. 

I found nothing to remind me of 
the Yuletime season as we know' it 
here in Canada. No snow', no sleigh 
l>ells, no holly or mistletoe, no red- 
faced Santa w'ifh his team of rein¬ 
deer, yet behind the vivid blue of 
Mediterranean sea and skj', the 
vivid splash of color in the flowers, 
the feeling of Christmas Is every¬ 
where. It is a relic of the days when 
the Church was the centre of educa¬ 
tion and creative art. When the mir¬ 
acle and mystery’ plays were part of 
the life of the people, and when 
legend abounded and was handed 
down from genera tien to generation. 

TV> me as a transient it seemed 
that the principal actors in these 


dramas were as real to the Proven¬ 
cal peasant as if they w’ere alive 
today. They are represented by the 
little clay figurines which appear in 
all the sho|) windows about Christ¬ 
mas time. They are called suntotiH, 
or holy ones. 

These figures first came into 
being about the time of the French 
revolution, and as may be expected 
they all depict humble working peo¬ 
ple in the traditional dre.ss of the 
period. From that time on it is said 
that not the smallest detail of their 
appearance has ever been altered, 
nor would such alteration be permit¬ 
ted by the people, who are faithful 
to tradition and all that goes with it. 

The Mtory goes that on Itie 
Ev’e uf < hrisimas one (ialotihct 
felt Ills heart ho filled with ec¬ 
stasy that he gave vent to his 
emotion in the form of music on 
fife and drum. 

His neighbors hearing the glad¬ 
some sound came from their houses 
and danced with Joy, and thus sing¬ 
ing and danc ing he led them down 
the road, over hill and dale, over 
sea and land, till they came to the 
stable at Bethlehem.' There were no 
jewels or gold, or fine raiment they 
could bring, bi t each presented his 
gift according to his capacity. It is 
very interesting and delightful to 
look in the shop windows at these 
figurines and discover what each of 
them brought. 

There is the little boy in his pea¬ 
sant dre.ss, carefully carrying a flo- 
w'erlng plant in a [xit; a farmer with 
two baskets, one conUining eggs 
and the other two chickens. Tlie 
baker carries golden brown crusty' 
loaves freshly baked. The miller 
W'ith his ass has put a sack of new'ly 
ground flour across its back. A hum¬ 
ble woman brings fish just caught 
from the sea, with scales on which 
to w’eigh it. Another bears on her 
shoulder a jar of olive oil, a com¬ 
modity’ so precious to the inhabi- 
taiftt tliat part. An old couple 
offer fruit from their garden, and 
anotlier ancient crone carries as 
many sticks as she w'ith her feeble 
strength could gather. Even the hen 


walks in the procession ready to liy 
her eggs before the Ixird. The cow 
and the ox accompany her. 

These delightful little saiitons 
modelled in clay’ and colored are 
very’ small in size but are full of 
character. Many artists in days past 
are said to have given their skill to 
, (he fashioning of them, and .some 
superb specimens are to lie found in 
the museums, preserved for [xisleri- 

ty 

The more liiimlile variety 
make (heir appearaiiee in tiie 
Khop windowevery CliriMlman 
and every Provencal family 
them In tiie makings of the 
Chriatmaa Creche for the home 
—a ta.sk iindertaki'ti with great 
love and joy. 

Pine and moss and the flovvera 
representative of that part of the 
country’ are used as a liackgroiind 
for a scene depicting the Child, His 
Mother and Joseph. No time and 
trouble Is too much to get the l)est 
results, in fact it is a task joyously' 
undertaken. The little figurines are 
carefully placed, arranged and rear¬ 
ranged until everyone Is unanimous 
in their approval. 

Ov’erhead hover the Angels, ami 
grouped round the Holy F’amily are 
the Three Wise Men bearing gold, 
fi ankincenso and myrhh. 

I fell for one of the Wise Men I 
saw in a shop. He had a turquoise 
robe, a purple cloak, and a golden 
crown. That color combination was 
mewe than I could resist. Behind tlie 
wise Men are the peasant.s bringing 
their no less precious gifts of the 
simple things that go to make up 
their lives. 

These little santons [xirtray tlie 
most humorous, good-natured people 
imaginable, as are the Provencal 
peasants themselves with their un¬ 
derlying wisdom, plus a rich appre¬ 
ciation of the good tilings of tlie 
earth, the hard work that goes to 
produce these belssings, and the cu¬ 
linary art of presenting them in an 
attractive form on the dinner table.

TREES of YULE 





A certain traveller, whose name is lost in the misty 
past, came by night to the City of Joppa, which stands 
on the Mediterranean shore in Palestine. The night was 
calm and clear; the stars shone brilliantly; one, indeed, 
far more brilliantly than the rest.

But the traveller did not note the 
briKhlest of the stars which, even 
then, was guiding three Kings of the 
Orient steadily to the East. He tied 
his donkey to a tree at the side of 
the road and hun-ied to enjoy the 
warmth and welcome of his host’s 
fireside. 

It was, perhaps, some hours later 
w hen he went to put his donkey in 
the stable for the night. And now his 
amazement and consternation knew 
no bounds. The halter rope had been 
attached to the top of a tree which 
was prcme on the ground and yet, 
before his very eyes, the tree was 
now straight and erect and the poor 
donkey wa.s suspended in mid-air 
and as dead as he could be. 
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.And in those days, when news 
tra\elled but slowly, it was quote 
some time,before the traveller dis¬ 
covered that the tree had been 
prone only because it was a certain 
twentj'-fifth of December and,.along 
with all the other trees it was how- 
ing, bowing to the East where the 
brightest of the stars had halted, 
bowing towards the little to>\’n of 
Bethlehem. 

Nations of the world have boast¬ 
ed many great Queens all the way 
from Jingu-Kogb, Empress of 
Japan, to Queen Victoria, ruler of 
the British Empii’e for 64 yeans. 
Hippolyta, Cleopatra, Elizabeth — 
their names are numerous and, in 
this distinguished roster, we must 
iffKlude the name of Hatshepsut or 
Hatasu, Pbaroah of Egj’pt in the 
Eighteenth D>7iasty. 

For, possibly, one of Hatshepsut’s 
greatest attributes was her desire to 
stimulate trade and commerce with 
the outside wwld. More than one 
naval e.xpedition was fitted out and 
sent by her south through the Red 
.Sea and past .Aden to the I.and of 
Punt which later became Somali¬ 
land on the east African coast. 

Many and strange were the com¬ 
modities and the forms of merchan¬ 
dise which the sailors brought back 
but, among the most highly trea¬ 
sured, were living Myrrh trees. 

“The Myrrh of Punt has been 
brought to me . . . They have 
brought to me the choicest products 
... of ce<lar, of juniper and of meru- 
wood ... all the goodly sweet w*->ods 
of Ciod’S-I..and.’’

Thus exulted Queen Hatshepsut 
and tbe woods were used and the 
trees were planted to beautify her 
Temple of Der-el-Bahri at Thebes. 
There, in the Temple garden, she 
claimed to have walked at eventide 
with her god, Amon; a strangely co¬ 
incident story when we read of the 
Creator of the World in the Book of 
Genesis walking in the Garden of 
E<len in the cool of the evening. 

But, surely, whatever w'e may or 
may not believe about the great 
Queen’s less credible claims, we 
must attribute to her singular credit 
for advocating and pc^ularizing the 
merits of the ’goodly, sweet 
woods ’. For, 1,450 year later, it was 


products fmm these tree.s and 
woods, frankincense and myrrh, 
that the Three Wise .Men brought to 
the lowly manger in Bethlehem. 

Wearied by a long and tedious 
journey in some Phoenician galley, 
the Saint, Joseph of Arimathea, 
when he landed near Glastonbury in 
what is now the county of Somerset, 
England stuck his staff in the 
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Story of Christmas by trees. It) can 
do no harm to believe them and any¬ 
thing more tlian very passive incre¬ 
dulity would seem to put the ^ght 
eye in serious jeopardy. , 

But the Trees do much morfe for 
Christmas and there are many jnore 
pretty legends describing the oirigin 
of their as.soclation. j 

Mistletoe, being epiphytic, jould 
not exist without trees and many 
there are who think that jj’our 
Christmas Party without the mjistle- 
toe and the jjeculiar licence its! pre¬ 
sence allows would be dull affaijre in 
sooth.

ground and rested. .And. while he 
rested, the staff look root, put out 
leaves and blos.somed. and.

This it continued to do throughout 
the years until the time of the Puri¬ 
tans when, naturally, the reverence 
in which it was held was regarded 
by them as a particularly vicious 
form of idolatry. And so it was a Pu¬ 
ritan who took his axe and de¬ 
stroyed the Thorn of Glastonburj' 
tliough history relates that, Jp the 
process, a chip flew up and put out 
his right eye. And the Thom Itself 
was destroyed but temiwrarily for 
the trunk sprouted and flourished 
again and provided slips whi?h were 
planted elsewhere and which, if we 
believe what we are told, bloksom 
unfailingly on Christmas Day. ^ *

But it seems that there is little 
doubt as to the most important! aa- 


sistance that trees give to Christmas 
appears in the form of Christmwj 
'Trees. 

'There are numerous stories about 
the origin of the Christrrvas Tree and 
its successive introductions to 
v’arious countries arc quite well dc«- 
cumented and dated. 

Some say tht Christmas Tree ori¬ 
ginated 12 centuries ago when St 
Boniface, an English missionary* in 
Germany, hewed dow’n a sacrificial 
oak and saw beyond it a young fir, 
green, unstained with blood end 
symbolic of the new faith. 

By others it is held that the 
Christmas Tree commemorates the 
miraculous transformation of Na¬ 
ture when trees blossomed in the 
midst of ice and snow at the Nativi¬ 
ty. 

Co) 
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'Then there are those who ascrit>e 
the introduction of the Ol^istn^as 
Tree to the Great Reformer, Martin 
Luther, although its establishment 
as a definite custom does not appear 
in Germany until 1605. It was adopt¬ 
ed in Finland by 1800, in Denmark 
and Norway by 1830 and in Sweden 
by 1860. With some perceiving a con¬ 
nection between the Christmas Tree 
and the 'Tree of Life, the former w as 
first set up at Penshanger in Eng¬ 
land in 1829 and truly naturalized 
two years later under the spon¬ 
sorship of the Prince Consort. 

But the most delicate and the 
most appropriate story of the origin 
of the Christmas .’Tree is the follow*- 
ing. 

M.any, many years ago, in the 
depths of cold w inter, a woodcutter 
and his family were sitting down to 
their rather meagre meal when 
there was a soft knocking on the 
door. On the threshold, ill-clad, cold 
and hungry, stood a little child. Al¬ 
though the woodcutter and his wife 
could not possibly afford such chari¬ 
ty, they immediately -brought the 
child in, placed him before the fire 
and clothed him as best they could. 
Then he shared their humble meal 
which, somehow, seemed to go fur¬ 
ther than they had ever imagined it 
could. 


'Then, when 4he meal was 
finished, the child went to the door 
and, opening it, walked out beyond 
the threshold. When he turned to 
face them, they beheld a wemdrous 
transformation and realized that, 
unknowingly, they had played host 
to the Christ Child Himself. The 
Child bent and picked up a fir bough 
which He struck into the ground. 
Immediately it took root and be¬ 
came a beautiful tree. 

“This tree shall be a sign unto 
you,’’ said the Child, “For your 
kindness to a strange and wandering 
child, this tree shall be a sign of 
abundance and plenty for the rest of 
yor lives.’’ 

And, maybe, this Is the true stor>- 
of the Christmas 'Tree and certainly 
it points the true spirit of Christmas.

A. 19,400-ton freighter, the Irish 
Stardust, had run aground on a reef 
in Blackfish Sound, near Alert Bay 
shortly after midnight on Wedne.s- 
day Jan. 26, 1973. The reef scraped 
the bottom of the 564-foot vessel 
from bow to stern, rupturing two of 
her fuel tanks .and spilling 450 tons 
• about 100 . 00(1 gallons) of crude 
bunker oil into Johnstone Straight 
In a short time 40 square miles were 
covered in oil slick which left a ring 
of crude oil ar<»und almost every 
island from Queen Charlotte to the 
southern end of Johnstone Strait and 
into Discovery Passage. 

It drained into cutthroat .streoois, 
salmon spa waning creeks. It ruined 
plant life for deer, killed grains for 
the mouse, and rhe mouse for the 
eagle 

Hundred-^ of fish, seagulls, bald 
eagles and many tether birds were 
caught in the thick gummy crude 
oil 

The day tiiut Johnny liOon 
hecariie trapped In the gooej' 
muck Hank was aw'ay cmi a 
three (lay trip to Powell River. 
When Fred found the bird he 
ua« in a bad way^ unaMc to walk 
or swim. He flopped and stum¬ 
bled about, a pitiful, abject crea¬ 
ture with his lower body and 
part of his back covered with 
tarry bunker oil. 

Fred picked him up, took him 
home and did what he could for him. 
He made ^ warm, gentle solution 


with a •s'^fcipv detergent, substance he 
and Hank had gathered one winter 
from the shores of Bute Inlet.

He viaua 
lized flank*« anger when he oaw 
Johnny I.(ton's citndidon— 


Johnny litwtn. who meant more 
to him than the wctrld of com 
merce and it« thirst for oil. 

He would rant about the human 
animal who used his planet with 
«uoh callous disregard for wild life 
and their environment. Perhaps, 
make him sociable again for he’d t>e 
sure to let off ste.am when he saw 
his pal’s pitiful plight. 

Come right down to it he had a 
soft spot for Johnny Loon himself 
He loved nPthing more than to hear 
the clear, haunting notes of Johnny 
Loon’s call! It was like the wind- 
song of the wilderness the .spray 
and splash of sen. the soft mauve 
and pink stillness of a mountain 
inlet! A lily-pidded v\oodland lake!

I On .Sept. 18, 1973, a fine was 
l^ied against the Irish Stardust of 
5i0,000 while the skipper of the ves¬ 
sel was fined 5500 for failing to re¬ 
port the leakage. 

, Unfortunately, fines do not re- 
s^re what is lost forever. They will 
n^ bring back Johnny Loon and all 
tl^ other hapless wild creatures that 
dijed as a result of this spill, nor will 
tt|ey spare those that are left agoniz- 
irjg deaths from future spllls7
